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Kuwait signs 
big order 
for Chieftain 
tanks

Kuwait is to buy more than 
150 Chieftain tanks from 
Britain, Mr Ahrtnl Razzaq al- 
Hamis, Defence Under-Secre¬ 
tary, announced in Kuwait 
yesterday. He would not dis¬ 
close the price, which was re¬ 
ported to be £LOOm for a deal 
which included spares, ammuni¬ 
tion and training for Kuwaiti i 
tank crews. A Chieftain on its 
own now costa about £200,000. 

The signing of the deal brings 
to an end a protracted shopping , 
expedition by the Kuwait Army, 
whose armour, experts have 
toured Western capitals for the 
past couple of years, balancing 
the merits of the Chieftain 
against those of the French 
AMX 30 and the American M 60 
tanks. 

Kuwait’s present complement 
of 100 tanks are all British. It 
has been assumed that it wanted 
ISO Chieftains to add firepower 
with their massive 120 mm grm

Treasury emphasizes need for realism in policy-making

The Treasury wants to Stay 
good friends with die House of 
Commons Expenditure Com¬ 
mittee, but it does not inread 
to mb* much notice of the coo- 
mince’s recent criticisms of 
Treasury control of expenditure 
in, its report on The Financing 
of Public Expenditure, issued 
on December 19. 

Torn between its desire to 
foster political support for 
sharp scrutiny of government 
spending and its desire to 
defend itself against attack, the 
Treasury has sent a reply to 
the expenditurecommittee 
which is constructive in tone, 
but noncommittal in substance. 
That reply, published yesterday 
in the second . special report 
from die expenditure commit¬ 
tee, puts the chief emphasis, on 
■die need for “ realism in policy- 
making ” rather than on fur¬ 
ther elaboration of systems or 
ovenpefinement-of. forecasts’*. 


That is unlikely to satisfy 
those critics in Parliament 
outside who have argued that 
defective systems and forecasts 
have contributed substantially 
to unrealistic policy-making. 
The expenditure committee 
dwelt particularly on the Trea¬ 
sury’s failure, as they saw it, 
to take proper account in con¬ 
trolling government spending of 
what is known as the “ rela¬ 
tive price effect ”, which means 
the t en d enc y for costs to rise 
faster in the public sector than 
in the economy as a whole. 

The Treasury prefers to put 
the- emphasis oo a tougher 
general stand, both in White¬ 
hall and in public debate, 
against * over-commitment of 
resources . . . either through 
underestimating the cost of poli¬ 
cies or overestimating economic 
growth Special importance is 
now attached to educating the 
public to “ a better appreciation 
of the tax implications of public 


expenditure 9 so as to create a 
political counter-constituency to 
balance the pressures for more 
spending. 

The Treasury’s reply refers 
to that as -a theme to which 
the Chancellor has given pro¬ 
minence in many public state¬ 
ments ”. Ir promises that “ the 
Treasury will continue to take 
every opportunity to develop 
this theme, ana will give 
further study so the presenta¬ 
tional practices of other coun¬ 
tries". 

In so far as the Treasury still 
attaches importance i» systems 
of control, it makes particular 
play with the new arrangements 
for cadi limits “ as part of the 
wider attack on cost escalation 
throughout she economy”. It 
also discloses that “ arrange¬ 
ments are in hand for closer 
monitoring of the progress .of 
expenditure during the year”, 
though it appears that for the 
time being the results will be 


for the Treasury’s private use. 

For the rest, the Treasury 
agrees with the expenditure 
committee that “ it would be a 
retrograde step to discard the 
present broad framework of re¬ 
source allocation, rather than 
to continue to adapt the exist¬ 
ing system ”, known as 
“PESO” after die Public Ex¬ 
penditure Survey Committee, 
which runs it. Bnt it passes in 
silence over the expenditure 
committee's hope that, as soon 
as immediate financial control 
has been restored, “the Trea¬ 
sury and our general sub-com¬ 
mittee will inquire further into 
the possibility of what might be 
called a * PESC plus ’ system ” 
aimed at “positive planning”. 

The Treasury also bypasses 
the particular accusation that 
in 1974-75 expenditure exceeded 
announced plans by £5,800m 
(the equivalent of 5 per cent of 
gross domestic product). Tt gave 
detailed comments on that in 


evidence to the co mmi tt ee on 
November 6 and in a press 
announcement on November 21

Family differ over 
Stagg funeral 
after suicide verdict

A coroner's jury of eight at 
Wakefield yesterday returned a 
verdict that Frank Stagg, the 
IRA man who died last Thurs¬ 
day after a 61-day hunger 
strike in Wakefield prison, had 
lolled himself. That verdict was 
recorded by Mr Philip Gill, tbe 
coroner. 

The inquest had been told 
that, as he neared death, Mr 
Stagg drew up his own funeral 
plans. 

But last night, after meetings 
between the various groups of 
Mr Stagg’s family, it became 
clear that hi« body would not 
be leaving Britain until at least 
some time later today. 

Mr Derek Highstead, national 
organizer of Provisional Sinn 
Fein in Britain, said: “We are 
still trying to make arrange¬ 
ments to get the body back to 
Ireland, but we are running 
into many problems. It seems 
that everyone and everything 
Is doing its utmost to place 
obstacles in our way. 

“ We had planned to move tbe 
body tonight, but now that is 
out of the question.'We hope 
10 charter a flight some tune 
tomorrow if that is at all pos¬ 
sible.” ' 

He said that most of the 
family, especially those that 
came from Mr Stagg’s home 
town of Coventry for tbe in¬ 
quest, had since returned home. 

One group of Mr Staggs 
family had wanted a full 
IRA funeral with “ military 
honours” at a Roman Catholic 
burial service in co Mayo, 
where he was born. Another 
group thought he should be 
buried in Coventry, where he 
had lived for nearly 20 years. 

The differing factions held 
meetings in Wakefield cafes un¬ 
able to decide whether Mr 
Stagg’s body should be moved 
from the mortuary at Morley, 
West Yorkshire, to be flown 
to Dublin, or driven south to 
Coventry. 

At yesterday’s inquest Pro¬ 
fessor David Gee, the path¬ 
ologist who carried out a post¬ 
mortem exa min ation on Mr 
Stagg last Thursday, said death 
was due to cairdiac atrophy doe 
to malnutrition. He bad found 
no evidence of natural diseases. 

Mr Michael Oldfield, gov¬ 
ernor of Wakefield prison, said 
that in November, 1973, Mr 
Stagg was sent to prison for 10 
years for conspiracy to damage 


buildings and for taking part in 
the management of an IRA unit 
in Coventry. He was transferred 
to Wakefield in February, 
1975. 

Mr Oldfield said that after a 
number of short hunger strikes 
be interviewed Mr Stagg, who 
said that he wanted to be given 
political status and transferred 
to a prison in Northern Ire¬ 
land. He also had refused to 
work, saying: “ I will not work 
for the British Government.” 

As a result of his refusals to 
work he had been given various 
punishments, including the loss 
of remission and privileges, in¬ 
cluding association with other 
prisoners. 

(hi December 15 last year Mr 
Stagg started to refuse food 
again. After 'three or four days 
he was admitted to the prison 
hospital on tiie instructions of 
the medical officer and he 
stayed in the hospital until his 
death. - - 

The coroner asked Mr Old¬ 
field if during bis conversations 
with him he had learnt any¬ 
thing of Mr Stagg’s attitude. 
The governor said Mr Stagg was 
quite adamant that he would not 
eat until he was granted politi¬ 
cal status and transferred. 

Mr- Gill asked: “Did you 
explain to him what might 
result and that it might be nis 
death ? ” Mr Oldfield replied: 
“ He was well aware of this.” 

Dr Geoffrey PoUitt, senior 
medical officer at tile prison, 
also said that during conversa¬ 
tions with Mr Stagg, the 
prisoner was advised of the 
fatal effects his actions might 
bring about. 

On December 22 a consultant 
psychiatrist saw him and be 
was satisfied that Mr Stagg was 
of sound min d and was fully 
aware of what he was doing. 
Dr Pollitt said that at each 
mealtime throughout the 61 
days food was broughr to Mr 
Stagg in his hospital cell but 
be refused to take any. 

Mr Stagg also told him that 
should he fall into coma laider 
no circumstances should 
attempts be made -to resus¬ 
citate him. On January 22 tfal 
year he was placed on the 
danger list. 

Mr Douglas Peterson, a 
senior prison oficer, said he 
was present as a witness when 
Mr Stagg drew up his will in 
tbe presence of a priest. On 
February 7 he was also present

Mr Benn asks fuel boards not to 


cut off pensioners unable to pay 
but declines to adjust the tariffs

Mr Benn, Secretary of State 
for Energy. urged fuel boards 
yesterday not to disconnect be* 
fore June supplies to pensioners 
unable to pay their bills, But be 
offered no- nope or changes to 
fuel tariffs to help poor con- 
sumers after a working party 
had concluded that there was 
no satisfactory method of doing 
so. 

The plea ro end disconnexions 
to pensioners is expected to 
have a psychological rather than 
practical impact, because the 
number is small. Mr Benn told 
the Commons that he wanted ro 
relieve the anxieties of pen¬ 
sioners who feared disconnex¬ 
ion if they could not pay their 
bills. 

His rejection of any adjust¬ 
ment to energy tariffs to help 
the poor was greeted with dis¬ 
may last night. The decision 
was based on the report of an 
interdepartmental working 
party. published yesterday, 
which concluded that any tariff 
change would help consider¬ 
able numbers of the non-poor 
as well as the poor and simul¬ 
taneously harm significant num¬ 
bers of the poor. Other conces¬ 
sions. such as free fuel allow¬ 
ances for everyone with the 
benefit clawed back through 
tax for the better-off, would be 
roo costly. 

Li a foreword to the report, 
Mr Benn writes: “After con¬ 
sidering the group-s report, the 
Government have concluded 
that none of these possibilities 


offers a satisfactory way of 
helping poor consumers with 

their fuel bills.'* 

The report shows that the 
method most favoured by 
voluntary organizations doss 
most to help the poor with 
their fuel bills. Introducing ait 
inverted three-tier tariff for 
electricity with no standing 
charge would help more con¬ 
sumers to the extent of Ip to 
23p a week, and hurt fewer 
compared with the other 
examined. The bills 


of consumers who would pay 
more would be increased by up 
to £2 a week. 

The inverted three-tier 

system would help more than 
three quarters of all con¬ 
sumers, including nearly two 
million pensioners, - of whom 
800,000 are poor, it would also 

help about 72,000 poor house* 
holds with- incomes up to sup¬ 
plementary benefit levels and 
about 3,600.000 council tenants. 

But it would mean higher 
fuel bills for 320,000 pension- 
ers, including 70,000 poor ones, 
140,000 poor households, and 
870,000 council tenants. The 
overwhelming majoritv, how¬ 
ever, would have - higher fuel 
bills of between 4p and 52p a 
week. 

Mr Frank Field, director of 
the Child Poverty Action 
Group, reacted with “ dis¬ 
belief ’* to the conclusions of 
the report last night. Sir Benn 
had made great play about con¬ 
sulting ordinary people on 
issues affecting them, he said. 
Had be done so on this occasion 
a report would hare been pro¬ 


duced in half the time with "a 
clear, programme of action. 

I fail to see how the idea 
of abolishing the standing 
cha rf e steeply graduated 
tariffs could not help the low- 
income poor consumer,” be 
said. “ Such a policy would be 
in the nation’s interest because 
it would also help to conserve' 
energy when the large con¬ 
sumers realized they would 
have to pay more.” 

- Mr William Taylor, develop¬ 
ment officer of the British 
Association of Settlements, 
which runs the national Right 
to Fuel Campaign, said he 
would study rne figures criti¬ 
cally. 

The concession cn disconnex¬ 
ions for pensioners was wel¬ 
come, he said, but it would not 

affect all pensioners, nor would 
it help others at risk of hypo¬ 
thermia, including infants. 

Mr Robert Davies, coordina¬ 
tor of the National Council of 
Social Service fuel debts liaison 
group, said he accepted that 
the poor were nor always low 
consumers and that inverted 
tariffs were not necessarily 
going to help them. But there 
must be some kind of fuel 
subsidy for people “ trapped by 
their appliances in all-electric 
council flats ”. The new arrange¬ 
ments for supplementary bene¬ 
fit recipients to pay off their 
fuel bills weekly would not help 
other families on low i-.comes.

Europe needs direct elections and a 
foreign policy, Mr Heath says

On the eve of tbe publication 
of the Green Paper on direct 
elections to die European Par¬ 
liament, Mr Heath said last 
night that “the EEC needs a 
democratically elected parlia¬ 


ment . 


Only then, he said, would the 
peoples of Europe know and 
feel, as they lobbied their 
directly elected European MPs, 
that they were all part of the 
Community and that the Com¬ 
munity belonged to them. 

He argued that the Commun¬ 
ity need dramatically to im¬ 
prove the working of its 
present institutions and to 
develop them further, “not 
least ro enable the formulation 
of a Community foreign 
policy * So many of the other 
Community policies, if they 
were to be properly formu¬ 
lated, depended on that. Ir 
was not enough to formulate 


ad hoc policies as difficulties 
arose. 

Where, he asked, did the 
Community stand today on the 
major issues in confronting it 
in_the world outside? “If the 
Middle East conflict were to 
break out again, if there is an 
extension of warfare in south¬ 
ern Africa, if the communist 
threat to some of the Mediter¬ 
ranean countries grows, what 
will the attitude of the Com¬ 
munity be ? ” 

For Britain the questions 
now being posed about Rho¬ 
desia and South Africa were 
bound to be acme, and “we 
cannot merely leave everything 
to our American ally, there¬ 
after enjoying the luxury of 
criticism when things go 
wrong ”. 

Delivering the Montague 
Burton lecture at Leeds Univer¬ 
sity, Mr Heath said it was in 
the formulation of a European 
foreign policy, and in making 
the Community more demo¬ 


cratic, that the British could 
best make their contribution at 
present. 

As long as Britain’s economic 
weakness persisted it prevented 
us from exerting extensive in¬ 
fluence over our partners. It 
might also lead our partners to 
brush to one side such efforts 
as 'we made. But that must not 
happen. 

The need For a Community 
foreign policy grew day by day. 
The world was shrinking further 
and becoming still more inter¬ 
dependent. “ What is certain is 
that we cannot go on as we 
are ", Mr Heath said. 


Part of the lost momentum 
could' be restored with direct 
elections to the European 
Parliament. Giving people a 
direct say in the affairs of 
Europe would allow the people 
ro take on the bureaucracy and 
to win, but the British Govern¬ 
ment still appeared to be dragg¬ 
ing its feet on direct elections. 


Refund for 
three QCs 
who had 
fees cut

The fees of three QCs acting 
for rhe defence in a bomb-plot 
trial last year, which were cut 
by a third after die judge’s 
criticism of their tactics, have 
been restored in full. 


At the end of a 43-day trial 
at the Central Criminal Court 
last March, Mr justice Melford 


Stevenson attacked the “ mud- 
slinging” conduct of defence 
counsel for three of the eight 
defendants in pursuing allega¬ 
tions that the police had planted 
their fingerprints on incrimina¬ 
ting objects. He suggested that 
their fees should be cut. 


After consultation with the 
'judge,' the court’s taxing offv 
cer afterwards reduced the fees 
payable to the three QCs: Mr 
John Platts-Mills, Mr David ■ 
Turner-Saznuels' and Mr Peter 
Dow. The fees of their junior 
barristers and the solicitors 
instructing them were 'similarly 
reduced. 


On review, and taking into 
account remarks made by the 
Court of. Appeal when the 
appeals of. the convicted men 
were heard last December, the 
taxing authorities have decided 
to reverse that decision and pay 
the fees in fulL That applies to 
all the counsel and solicitors 
involved. 


The Court of Appeal, after 
discussing fully the duty of 
counsel when representing 
defendants in a criminal trial, 
found that there had been no 
misconduct by counsel, nor any 
deliberate wasting of time for 
personal advantage. 

The Bar Council, which had 
carried out its own inquiry, 
supported the barristers. A 
statement issued after the 
appeal hearing said the counsel 
concerned conducted the de¬ 
fence of the accused men in 
accordance with their dnty to 
their diems, the court and the 
public, and were not guilty of 
professional misconduct.

IRA attack main parcel 
sorting office in Belfast

The Provisional IRA yester¬ 
day struck a further serious 
blow at postal services in North¬ 
ern Ireland with a concerted 
daylight attack on the main 
parcel sorting office in the 
centre of Belfast. 

Daring the afternoon a proxy 
bomb in a hijacked van ex¬ 
ploded outside, and inside the 
building three incendiary 
devices blew up in quick suc¬ 
cession. Shops over a wide area 
were wrecked, but the full 
extent of the damage inside the

A White Paper is expected 
shortly that will reveal [he 
Government's dunking on the 
Children and Young Persons 
Act. 1969. and those concerned 
with juvenile offenders are 
hoping that it will contain some* 
thing to help them out of the 
confusion in which they are at 
present working. 

The White Paper _ will be 
based on a report from die 
Commons expenditure com¬ 
mittee. which made 40 recom¬ 
mendations last September, its 
chairman, Mrs Renee Short, 
Labour MP for Wolverhampton, 
North-east, is extremely con¬ 
cerned that nothing has been 
done about any of them. 

■■ It is scandalous that there 
lias been this delay, because nur 
first recommendation was that 
the practice of remanding 
young persons to adult prisons 
should cease forthwith.” she 
said. Nothing has been done 
about this, and children are still 
being seat to adulr prisons. A 
particularly worrying feature is 
that about forty per cent of 
those remanded to prisons sub¬ 
sequently receive non-cusiodial 
sentences.” 

The White Paper will also 
contain some of the views the

The Children and Young Per¬ 


sons Act was an attempt to 
acknowledge that children in 
trouble might be victims of 
emotional, environmental and 
physical deprivation, and in.

Group had the right of reply, Press Council says 


Complainants who had a 
right of reply should have 
been given tire chance to 
formalize a letter they had sent 
for that purpose, the _ Press 
Council says in an adjudication 
issued today. 

The Rest of the News (now 
known as Local_ Radio Work¬ 
shop!. through Miss Avril Baker 
and three others, of 9a Claren¬ 
don Cross, London. Wll, com¬ 
plained that The Times failed 
to publish a letter as a right 
of reply to an attack upon them 
in a radio columnist s article. 

jy> columnist, David Wade, 
referred to tbe complainants* 
own description of themselves 
as an “ unincorporated, non- 
profit-making collective ’, and 
mentioned their ideas about 
radio's need to help groups 
with common aims to ‘make 
interesting and imaginative 
programmes for local radio . 
The penultimate paragraph 
said thar Mr Wade saw no 
profit in programmes tha* 
promulgated views at one tar 
end of the spectrum only and 
it seemed that was what the 
Rest of the News was after. 

The Re.sc of the News, through 
Miss Baker and three others, 
wrote to The Times (comes to 
Peter Jayi Michael Bukt or 
Capital Radio and Paul Foot of 

Socialist Worker) replying to 
Mr Wade's article. Not having 
had a reply, they wrote again 
enclosing a further copy and 


asking why their letter was 
excluded. Bearing in mind the 
one-sided attack by David Wade, 
they were sure they had a right 
of reply. 

Mr Geoffrey Woolley. oF The 
Times, replied that the letter 
had also been sent to other 
addresses, including the 
Sociafisr Worker, and The Times 
printed only exclusive letters. 

The Rest of the News replied 
that no attempt was made to 
have the letter published else¬ 
where. Copies were sent to the 
other addressees with explana¬ 
tory private letters, for informa¬ 
tion only. They wanted their 
points not “carefully noted ”, 
but published in The Times in 
the same wav as the article was. 


Tbe Rest of the News told 
the Press Council that Mr 

Woolley’s reply was at best in¬ 
adequate and at worst pre¬ 
sumed a naivety that they found 
insulting. 

Mr John Grant, managing 
editor of The Times, repeated 
to the Press Council bis expla¬ 
nation why they had not pub¬ 
lished the letter, fhey had no 
means of knowing it" had not 
been sent ro Mr Foot for pub¬ 
lication dr that it was accom¬ 
panied by a private letter. 
Moreover, the copy sent to The 
Times was a photocopy. Only 
one of tbe signatories had 
signed in ink. and two others 
were by proxy. Further, The 
Times did not think there was 


a right of reply in this instance, 
as Mr Wade was simply express¬ 
ing his own views in his by-lined 
article. It was impossible ro 
find space for all correspon¬ 
dents who disagreed with views 
expressed in The Times. 

The Press Council’s adjudi¬ 
cation was: 

Tbe fault here is that as the pen¬ 
ultimate paragraph of the article 
gave rise to a right of reply the 
complainants ought to bare'been 
rnld at once of the fact that The 
Times hah a rale of exclusivity 
and could not publish a letter bear¬ 
ing only one of their signatures- 
The complainants should have 
been given thc opportunity of 
rectifying this position If "they 
wonted to. To that extent the 
complaint against The Times Is 
upheld. 


Identification of relatives condemned 


The Press Council has again 
condemned the identification In 
court reports of relatives of 
accused persons who are not 
connected with the proceed¬ 
ings. 

A complaint was received 
that The Daily Telegraph gave 
unnecessary; publicity to the 
identity of a relative. The 
newspaper published a story 
about a man who had pleaded 
guilty to charges of indecency. 
In the second paragraph he was 
described as brother of the 


managing director of a well- 
known multiple retailers. 

The editor, Mr William 
Deedes, replied that generally 
he accepted that when people 
were publicly disgraced news- 
papers ought to try to reduce 
and not increase pain and dis¬ 
tress to family and near rela¬ 
tives. But when they vvere well 
connected it was always diffi¬ 
cult, and might sometimes be 
wrong, to omit particulars of 
those connexions. 

The Press Council’s adjudica¬ 
tion, published today, -was: 


The Press Council has on several 
previous occasions condemned 
identification of relatives of 
accused persons who are uncon¬ 
nected with the proceedings. The 
fact that the person convicted was 
related to a prominent public 
figure was not relevant to the 
report of this case. It should not 
have been included. The com¬ 
plaint against The Daily Telegraph 
is upheld. 

The Press Council notes and 
regrets that other newspapers be¬ 
sides The Daily Telegraph also 
carried this item in their reports 
of the case.

Maintained 

Througliont the period the secur¬ 
ity forces maintained a high level 
of., activity . to prevent violence.' 
They achieved considerable success 
against those responsible for what, 
occurred. 

.No fewer than-116 people have 
been charged so' far with a variety 
of offences. On move than a dozen 
occasions suspected gunmen cir 
bombers were caught red-handed. 
While toe security forces bare 
been ttie targets (or many ;of toe 
attacks, -toe -real sufferers have 
been the civilian population, partic¬ 
ularly these living In the City of 
Londonderry and North.and West 
Belfast.

He 
was discussing the security' situa¬ 
tion on Saturday- morning. He left 
Northern Ireland at midday and 
returned to England, having seen 
the security forces and being reas¬ 
sured abour toe securirv sit nation. 


Meeting 


He returned to Northern Ireland 
yesterday lunchtime, had a secur¬ 
ity meeting with.the Chief of Staff 
and GOC and had a securirv meet¬ 
ing this morning in Belfast. 

I would say to the House, and 
especially to those MPs who have 
been pressing to see the Secretary 
of State on matters which cuuid 
have been dealt with, by toe secur¬ 
ity forces they have not brtn help¬ 
ing the situation during toe last 
few days. 

For Mr Paisley to go to Stor¬ 
mont Castle, as be did. at 1.50 am 
on Sunday on a matter which could 
have, been dealt with in a normal 
way and to harangue a young civil 
servant is not in the best interests 
of the House.

over the last few days and will 
remain so. 

Mr Corbert (Hemel Hempstead. 
Lab)—Ir is disgraceful for Mr 
Paisley or any other MP to seek to 
use the difficult security situation 
in Northern Ireland for pettv, 
cheap gain. (Cheers.) Would not 
Air Paisley and his colleagues do 
far better helping toe interests of 
the people of Northern Ireland If 
they bent their efforts towards 
helping to achieve a sensible polit¬ 
ical solution ? 

Air Orme—On the second point 
the answer is “ Yes **. The sort of 
representation that have been 
made to the Secretary «f State 
over toe last few days are those 
which could be dealt with in the 
normal manner.

Treaty signed to save 
Mediterranean coast 


Barcelona, Feb 16.—Twelve 
countries signed a treaty today 
to end years of neglect which 
have spoiled holiday beaches 
and poisoned fish on sunny 
Mediterranean coasts, where 
200 million people are 
expected to be living by the 
year 2000. 

Senor Fernando -de Ybarra,

“ With the agreement 
reached here, not only will it 
not die but it will recover ”, he 
told the closing session. The 
treaty and two protocols were 
signed by Cyprus, Egypt, 
France, Greece. Israel, Italy, 
Lebanon, Malta, Monaco, 
Morocco, Spain and Turkey.

Moving between three cities presents problems for 
members and officials of the EEC Parliament 

Europe’s MPs want to settle down 


From David Cross 
Brussels, Feb 16 

Feeling is strengthening 
among members and officials 
of tbc European Parliament in 
favour of it haring one perma¬ 
nent seat, dose to other EEC 
institutions, instead of moving 
between Strasbourg, Luxem¬ 
bourg and Brussels. 

A £25ra building that would 
house parliamentary sessions is 
to be opened in Strasbourg at 
the beginning of next year. But 
a meeting of rhe Parliament's 
budgetary committee has come 
out unanimously against paying 
the £220,000 annual rent being 
asked for it—rour times the 
cost of the present accommo¬ 
dation. 

This works out at more than 
£10.000 a day if the Parliament 
continues to hold six of its 11 
wcck-Jong sessions a year in 
Strasbourg as at present. 

The Strasbourg authorities 
and the Council of Europe, to 
whom the new building belongs, 
arc clearly worried that the new 
high rent cotiFd lead to the 
Parliament abandoning the city 
completely for its meetings. 

During the last session, M 
Pierre Pflimlin. a farmer 
French Prime Minister, who is 
the mayor of Strasbourg, took 
the precaution of inviting MPs 
and other visitors to a cham¬ 
pagne reception in the city's 
new Palm's de Congres, which 
possesses all the design advan¬ 
tages of the new Parliament 
building. 

The Council of Europe, the 
first post-Second World War 
European political forum, also 


made a point of taking Mr 
Sche-ito Patijn, an influential 
Dutch Socialist MP, and a group 
of Journalises an a guided tour 
of its new premises. Mr Patijn. 
who drew up the Parliament's 
original draft convention for 
direct elections, has been given 
the task of drawing up a report 
on the seat of the Community's 
institutions for the political 
affairs committee of the assem¬ 
bly. 

After the visit, he said he 
was impressed with the facili¬ 
ties the new building would 
offer members of the European 
Parliament, but unfortunately it 
had been built in the wrong 
place. “ It is a great shame that 
we cannot move it to the Rue 
de ia Loi in Brussels ", he said. 
This is where the European 
Commission and the Council of 
Ministers have their head¬ 
quarters. 

„ Mr Patijn believes that most 
European MPs are fully behind 
his view that a final decision 
on the seat of rhe Parliament 
should be taken in the very- 
near future. Nearly all of them 
agree that the political, admin¬ 
istrative and financial disadvan¬ 
tages of several places of work 
affect the efficiency and the 
effectiveness of the" assembly, 

he says. 

Among the political disad¬ 
vantages, he cites the distance 
of more than 130 miles which 
separates the Parliament’s head¬ 
quarters in Luxembourg from 
the main seats of the Commis¬ 
sion and Council of Ministers 
in Brussels. 

This prevents MPs from con¬ 
sulting interested parties, like 


trade _ unions and professional 
organizations that have offices 
in Brussels, and results in poor 
press coverage 

The need for MPs to work 
in three separate locations not 
only involves wasted travelling 
time. The costs of moving 
people and documents for meet¬ 
ings and of duplicating basic 
equipment and buildings are 
prohibitive, Mr Patijn says. 

No derision can be taken 
without the express approval of 
member governments, who orig¬ 
inally fixed the "temporary” 
seats of the Community's insti¬ 
tutions, but Mr Patijn feels that 
the first directly elected Parliar 
mont should not have its effi¬ 
ciency impaired simply because 
the Nine are unable to take a 
final decision. He hopes that 
this w-ili be based on the con¬ 
cept of as much centralization 
as possible. 

All MPs do not agree on the 
advisability of raising the ques¬ 
tion of rbe future seat of the 
parliament and, by extension, 
the sites of the Community's 
other institutions. M Georges 

Spenale. the President

known to feel that a dispute 
could jeopardize the present 
timetable for direct efections. 

One practical reason for the 
Parliament not abandoning 
Strasbourg is the size of the 
new Council of Europe build¬ 
ing.

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Britain may 
lose EEC 
gain on beef

Brussels, Feb 16 

Agricultural ministers of the 
Nine embarked today on The 
first of a final series of nego¬ 
tiations on farm support prices 
for the 1976-77 crop year. Beef, 
dairy products, cereals and wine 
were stiil the main obstacles to 
agreement, and the chances of 
completing the negotiations on 
time, by the end of this month, 
seemed to be growing less. 

* Many ministers argued that 
the disturbances on the Euro¬ 
pean exchange markets had 
made it difficult to agree on 
realistic price levels. 

Three different sets of pro¬ 
posals are now in circulation. 
The European Commission has 
suggested average farm price 
increases of 7.5 per cent, 
which Britaia is alone in think¬ 
ing too high. Copa, the 
organization which represents 
the EEC’s nine million farmers, 
has called for a 10.6 per cent 
increase, while the European 
Parliament has recommended a 
9.5 per cent rise. 

The differences are not so 
great; it is the details of the 
Commission’s overall price re» 
commendations that are cansing 
most difficulty. Among these 
is the proposal to phase out 
Britain's special system of beef 
market support, whose reten¬ 
tion was one of the main gains 
of Mr Wilson’s renegotiation of 
EEC membership. 

Hitherto Britain has been 
allowed to continue making 
direct payments to producers to 
supplement the normal Com¬ 
munity system, whereby far¬ 
mers’ prices are guaranteed by 
support buying. Britain argues 
that this has made it possible 
to keep the price to the con¬ 
sumer relatively low and avoid 
the accumulation of costly stock¬ 
piles of deteriorating meat. 

British officials are confident 
that Mr Peart, the Minister of 
Agriculture, will eventually get 
his way on beef, but Brussels 
observers believe it will be at 
the price of having to abandon 
some of bis other demands. Bri¬ 
tain is anxious, for example, to 
get its EEC partners to agree to 
a much larger contribution to 
the consumer subsidy on butter 
to offset a proposed price rise 
of about £130 a ton in the 
spring. 


Dane saved from 
jail until 
his dog dies 

Copenhagen, Feb 16.—A 
Dane who refused to go to jail 
without his dog has been, re¬ 
prieved until rhe animal dies. 

Niels Kjaer-Larsen, aged 31, 
was sentenced to 20 days im¬ 
prisonment last year for strik¬ 
ing a bus driver who kicked his 
fox terrier, Loeve (Lion), off a 
city bus. Under Danish law 
minor offenders serve their 
sentences at a mutually conve¬ 
nient date. 

But Mr Larsen was not 
allowed to serve his sentence 
last montb because he insisted 
on bringing his dog with him, 
which is not permitted- 

He appealed to Mr Orla 
Moeller, the Justice Minister, 
who announced today that Mr 
Larsen will not have to go to 
jail while the dog is alive.

British mercenaries returning 
from Angola have been given a 
secret telephone number in 
Zaire to make contact if they, 
want to return, to the war. 

The number, in Kinshasa, was 
distributed to some of the 45 
men who came home last week. 
They were told the could 
reverse the telephone charge, 
and flights to Kinshasa would 
be arranged. 

The incentive For the men to 
return is a pay increase of £100 
a week, taking their_ pay up 
to £250 a week. Their return 
is being operated directly by 
the National Front (FNLA) 
rather than any middle men 
and the salaries would be paid 
in Kinshasa. 

As the war progresses in 
favour of the Popular From 
(MPLA) the men would be 
used as part of a guerrilla 
force probably working on the 
border between Zaire and 
Angola. 

But the- position of the 
mercenaries in Zaire is growing 
more difficult since the gov¬ 
ernment there announced it 
would not allow the men pas¬ 
sage to Angola Yesterday 22 
men—20 Britons and two 
Frenchmen—were intercepted 
at Kinshasa airport by immigra¬ 
tion officials who plan to 
deport them.

Moscow, Feb 16.—An un¬ 
manned Soviet spacecraft was 
disconnected today from the 
orbiting space station with 
which it docked nearly three 
months ago, Tass reported. 

. A landing capsule from the 
spacecraft, Soyuz 20, later made 
a soft landing at _ a predeter¬ 
mined site on Soviet territory. 

Soyuz 20 had been launched 
into orbit on November 17 and 
docked automatically two days 
later with the unmanned, space 
laboratory Salyut 4. A space 
official hinted at the time that 
the docking was a test for 
flights taking supplies iq the 
crew of orbiting stations. 

A braking jet was fired on 
board Soyuz 20 after the un¬ 
docking and a “landing craft” 
then separated from it which 
made a guided descent through 
the atmosphere.—Reuter.

Two shot dead in Addis 
Ababa wave of arrests 


Addis Ababa, Feb 16.—The 
Ethiopian Provisional Military 
Government announced today 
that its security forces had 
lolled a retired major-general 
a former district admini¬ 
strator, both opponents of the 
regime. 

The Government also said in 
a broadcast that an undisclosed 
number of other K conspira¬ 
tors* had been arrested and 
detained in the past week. 

It gave tiie names of those 
killed in two separate incidents 
as Major-General Kebede 
Wbrku, former commander of 
the imperial guard, and Mr 
Makmmen Wossen, a landlord 
and former administrator of a 
district just outside Addis 
Ababa. 

It said that the two were 
asked to surrender, and when 
they refused, the security forces 
opened fire. General Kebede 
was shot in an p-whang* of fire 
at his home in a suburb of 
Addis Ababa. 


There was a brief lull in the 
firing when an American boy, 
of 14, who lives next door, re¬ 
turned home. The soldiers 
escorted him into his house be¬ 
fore resuming the firing. 

Sources said in Addis Ababa 
that the number of those de¬ 
tained in tiie past week ex¬ 
ceeded a dozen. Ethiopia radio 
said that the Government would 
continue “ fa give unforgettable 
lessons to reactionary 
elements *. Remnants of the 
imperial regime would be 
* drowned in the sea of the 
revolution ”, 

Automatic arms fire was 
heard in various parts of Addis 
Ababa yesterday. 

Those arrested are believed 
to indude the widows of some 
of tiie members of the imperial 
regime executed in November, 
1974. Two former bank direc¬ 
tors and their wifes were also 
reported fa have been arrested. 
—UPI and Agence France- 
Presse.

Supreme Italian master-his 
pupils conquer the world 


By Dennis Bird . 

The tame of Carlo Fassf is 
probably not well known in this 
country, at least it was not nnrrt 
last week. That is because he is 
a master in a spectacular but 
little nndastood sport. To ice 
slaters, however, he has been 
known for many years as a fine 
coach, and after his unprece¬ 
dented success at Innsbruck, 
where his pupils, John Curry and 
Dorothy Hanrfll, each won an 
Olympic gold medal, he can claim 
to be the most successful trainer 
in the world. 

Some instructors have the gift 
of imparting knowledge without 
having been outstanding per¬ 
formers themselves. Fasti is 
Indeed a great communicator, but 
he has also been a notable skater. 
In Italy, where he was born in 
1929. he was 10 times national 
men's champion, and with his 
partner. Gratia BarceHona, he 
won nine pair-skating tides, the 
first as a bey of 13 tn 1942. In 
international events, he was sixth 
is the 1952 Winter Olympic 
Games and European men’s cham¬ 
pion in 2953 and 1954—toe tide 
which Carry inherited 22 years 
later. 

When Fasti trmnvi profes¬ 
sional, it was to teach and not 
to go into an ice show. In 1956 
he became the resident coach at 
toe Olympic ice rink at Cortina 
d’Ampezzo, where he stayed for 
toe next five years. One of Ms 
pupils was a fair-haired German 
girl, born in wartime Leipzig, 
Christa von Knczkowslti. He even- 
toaQy nude her champion of 
Italy; be also made her Ms wife 
in 1960. 

Now they are a happy family 
of five. Their son, Ricardo, a 
keen footballer, was born in 1962, 
a daughter a year later, and little 
Lorenzo in the summer of 1972. 
Lorenzo’s illness at iris grand¬ 
mother’s home in Id an—he 
bronchitis and a temperature of 
102 ’—was an added worry for the 
Fastis during the Olympics. 

An airline tragedy in 1961 ■ 
brought Fasti his great oppor¬ 
tunity. The entire United States 
team—skaters, officials and. 

trainers—were killed at Brussels 
on their way to toe world figure 
skati n g championships in Prague. 


Among the dead was the re¬ 
nowned Austrian, Edi Scho Man, 
chief Instructor at toe Broadmoor 
ice rink in Colorado Springs- 
Fassi was offered toe appointment, 
took it, and since then has be¬ 
come the most sought-after coach 
in toe world. At toe Colorado ice 
Arena in Denver be has national 
champions from several nations 
■ working under guidance. 

His 'first notable success was 
Peggy Fleming, who became 
world champion in 1966 and Olym¬ 
pic gold medalist at Grenoble two 
years later. She was a perfec¬ 
tionist; a quiet, concentrated 
artist, whose skating seemed to 
be a private communion between 
herself and toe Ice. Fasti commen¬ 
ted last week: “ On many aspects 
Dorothy is better. more 

powerful.” 

On Miss Hamill’s short- 

sighredness, he said : “ It was a 
problem for figure, until I 
realized she could not see the 
trace.” She now wears spectacles 
to help her achieve the meticu¬ 
lous geometrical accuracy n ee ded 
for compulsory figures.

Nilsson replaces Peterson in 
John Player Lotus team

Guzhkut NHsson, the 2S-year-old 
Swedish driver from Hehtingbars 
who formula three rac¬ 

ing last season, has become Ronnie 
Fe ta s o n ’s replace m ent in John 
Player Team Lores. 

For several weeks a bad been 
expected that NHsson and Peterson 
would be the subject of an ex¬ 
change dead involving the Lotos 
and March teams, but when it 
ann ou nce d last week that 
Peterson had returned to March 
•Pj»giT w c 4 n g tiicre was some 
doubt whether NHsson wo old in 
face move to Lotus. 

However, whatever difficulties 
remained at that time have been 
overcome after a weekend of 
n egotiati o n s, sod Nfisson will make 
Ids fuse grand prix appearance at 
K yata m i , South Africa, on March 
6 , at the wheel of the John Player 
Special Type 77 which Peterson 
drove in its first race in Brazil 
last mouth. 

Lotus's team manager, Peter 
Ware, said last sight that be bad 
had ltis eye on Nilsson ever since 
be saw him driving at Silverstoae 
early last year. ” Now we have 
dpied him on a 1 eng-term con¬ 
tract. and we st absolutely de¬ 
lighted to have secured toe ser¬ 
vices of a driver whom we believe 
to have unlimited potential ”, be 
said. 

Notwithstanding toe recent 
difficulties within toe Lotus team, 
the opportunity to move straight 
from formula three into a grand 
prix team which has a formidable 
record of achievement in formula 


one. including five drivers* world 
championships, is one which comes 
to few drivers, however, talented, 
and only someone of Nilsson’s 
undoubted calibre is likely to 
make toe big step successfully. 

His team partner in South Africa 
will be 29-year-old Bob Evans, who 
last season drove for BRM, putting 
np a series of fine performances 
but being robbed of any real 
achievement because of toe lack 
of competitiveness of his car. 

Evans was replaced ' by Ire 
Ashley for the recent Brazilian 
Grand Prix, where toe wam Had 
a new car, the P201B, but he bad 
been expected to pair np with 
Ashley in a two-car BRM team in 
South Africa. However, BRM have 
decided to miss toe next round of 
the world championship in order 
to cany out a development pro¬ 
gramme on torir new car and 
its more powerful engine.

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Affray witnesses not 4 accomplices’ 


Regina v Si dim and Others

When the prosecution in a case 
of affray call some of the fighters 
as witnesses, the judge should 
point out to the Jury that the 
witnesses were doing die very 
thing with which die accused are 
charged hot the words “accom¬ 
plices’ and " corroboration " 
should not be used because of 
their somewhat legalistic connota- 
tiop-which would be foreign to the 
Jury’s concept of the offence of 
affray.

AH the 
appellants were acquitted of 
wounding with intent. 

Mr Sidhu, who was ac quitted of 
assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm, was sentenced to 12 months’ 
imprisonment suspended for two 
years and ordered to pay £276 
towards the legal aid costs of 
defence. Air GurmaD Singh was 
sentenced to 12 mouths on each 
charge concurrent and ordered to 
pay £262 costs. Mr Vfatran Singh, 
who was acquitted of assault 
occasioning actual bodfiy harm, 
was sentenced to IS months on the 
grievous bodily harm charge and 
12 months concurrent on the 
charge of affray. 

Air C. F. Fletcher-Cooke, QC, 
and Mr Joseph Yahuda for the 
appellants : Air Michael Garrett for 
the Crown. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON said 
that the background to the case 
was an unfortunate history of bit¬ 
terness and dissension among the 
Sikh community in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, partly religions, partly 
political. 

The prosecution case was that 
die appellants and the principal 
prosecution witnesses had met in 
a public house, there was bad 


feeling and the appellants pursued 
the witnesses in the street. The 
defoiee was the exact opposite, 
that it was the principal witnesses 
who did the pursuing. 

At one time some 20 to 30 people 
were fi g ht i n g in the street, many 
of them using hockey sticks. The 
police came, bat they were not 
able to explain how it all started. 

The question who started it was 
of vital importance because the 
appellants were saying that It was 
sorted by die principal prosecu¬ 
tion witnesses and the appellants 
were defending themselves in a 
difficult situation in a street 
in which their adherents did not 
live bat those of the witnesses 
did- 

A great deal turned on the prin¬ 
cipal prosecution witnesses, who 
said that the appellants had been 
the cause of the fighting. It suf¬ 
ficed to say that each of those 
witnesses turned out to be un¬ 
satisfactory. Their evidence dif¬ 
fered from witness to witness. 
Some gave evidence at the Crown 
Court which was inconsistent with 
that given by them on r-nm mi tigi ; 
and nearly all gave evidence in¬ 
consistent with statements they 
had given to the police. 

The judge was ax pains to point 
out to the Jury that the incon¬ 
sistencies in evidence had arisen 
and In some cases pointed out in 
strong terms that what had been 
said in the witness box was hardly 
credible. On the other band, he 
■ did leave to jury to deride who 
was telling the truth . 

Mr Fletcher-Cooke submitted 
that that was insufficient, that the 
evidence of three of the witnesses 
was so incredible that nobody 
could safely have relied on It 
and the judge should have warned 
the jury of the dangers of con¬ 
victing on their evidence. 

Air Garrett relied on the acquit¬ 
tals as showing that the jury had 
sorted out the satisfactory from 
the unsati sfactory. 

Bis Lordship said that the 


them were thoroughly unsatisfac¬ 
tory and the fourth, although not 
shown to be Incredible, was a 
friend of those who were. 

Taking a broad view of the case 
their Lordships were satis Bed that 
ft would be unsafe to maintain the 
affray conviction and, since it was 
closely connected with the griev¬ 
ous-bodfiy harm conviction,. that 
also was- unsafe. 

Mr Fletcher-Cooke had put for¬ 
ward that as the four Sikh wit¬ 
nesses, on the defence account of 
what had .happened, could be con¬ 
sidered as accomplices, the Judge, 
according to the usual practice, 
should hive asked the jury to con¬ 
sider whether the four were 
accomplices and, if so, to bear 
In mind that there was no corro¬ 
boration of their evidence. 

Their Lordships frit that the use 
of the terms accomplice ” and 
“ corroboration ” In affray cases 
would.be a most unfortunate deve¬ 
lopment in law. Although from a 

lawyer’s point of view an those 

taking part In an affray were 
taking .part in one offence, the 
word “ accomplice ” as it would 
be understood by a jury would 
be foreign to that concept. 

In cases of affray, nowadays all 
too common, the judge should 
point out to the jury, without 
wring the words “ accomplice '* 
and “ corroboration ”, the essence 
of what was required, fie would 
be well advised to point. out to 
the jury that any of the fighters 
called on behalf of the prosecution 
were in fact doing the very thing 
that the accused were charged 
with.doing. He should then go 
on to point- cut that, in those 
cir cum stances, it was dangerous to 
convict -on foe evidence of others 
who were doing the very thing 
with which the accused were 
charged unless there was some 
independent evidence which sup¬ 
ported the evidence of- foe fighters 
called by the prbsecutlon.

Vendor must abide by elected remedy 


Capital and Suburban Properties 
Ltd v Swycher and Others 
Before Lord Justice Buridey, Lord 
Justice Orr and Sir John Pexmy- 
culck. 

[judgments delivered Feb 13] 

Where a purchaser of land fails 
to complete ami the vendor elects 
to take a decree of specific per¬ 
formance and the purchaser fails 
to comply with It, the vendor is 
not entitled to claim common law 
damages for repudiation. 

The Court of Appeal allowed an 
appeal by the plaintiff purchasers 
from part of an order of Mr 
justice Foster, made on November 
18, 1975. In foe action the pur¬ 
chasers, Capital and Suburban Pro¬ 
perties Ltd, sought specific per¬ 
formance, with an abatement of 
the purchase price, of an agree¬ 
ment for sale by foe' first four 
defendants, Sonia Swycher and 
others, of property in Sheffield, 
the defendant venders counter 
claiming, inter alia, for specific 
performance without any' abate¬ 
ment. 

On November' 5, 1975. on'-the 
vendors* summons,. Mr.' Justice 
Foster ordered, by consent, -the 
vendors to convey the property to 
foe purchasers on November 12, 
payment of tbc disputed portion of 
the purchase price to be made into 
the joint names of foe parties 
pending inquiries. The purchasers 
failed to comply with the order 
and, on a motion by foe vendors, 
the judge, on November 18, 
ordered, Inter alia, That the ven¬ 
dors be at liberty to resell foe 
property and—the part of the 
order appealed from—that If foe 
property was sold on or before 
November 12, 197S, for less than 
the contract price, foe purchasers 
should pay the vendors the dif¬ 
ference (after giving credit for 
the deposit) together with the 
expenses of foe resale. 

Mr Michael Miller, QC, and Mr 
Martin Reynolds for foe pur¬ 
chasers; Mr D. J. Nlcfaofis, QC, 
and Mr Michael Bart for foe ven¬ 
dors. 

LORD JUSTICE BUCKLEY said 
that unfortunately foe judge had 
given no reasons for his decision. 
That was an unsatisfactory prac¬ 
tice. Orders could properly be 
nude without giving reasons in 
some sorts of interlocutory appli¬ 
cations, but the present applica¬ 
tion, involving questions of law, 
was not such a case. 

His Lordship agreed with Sir 
John Pcnnycuicfc on the first 
point. 

On the appeal, fee vendors had 
given notice of a new contention: 


that an inqtnxy should be included 
In foe judge’s order as to what 
damages they had suffered by rea¬ 
son of foe purchasers* failure to 
complete foe agreement. The ques¬ 
tions raised by that contention 
were not without importance and 
were not dealt with altogether 
explicitly in reported cases. 

If, time having been made of 
the essence of a contract for sale 
of laud, foe purchaser did not 
complete within due time the 
vendor might (1) treat foe pur¬ 
chaser as having repudiated the 
contract and pursue his remedy at 
law In damages for breach of con¬ 
tract, or (2) pursue his equitable 
remedy of specific performance. 
The two remedies were mutually 
exclusive. The vendor could not 
both recover damages for a funda¬ 
mental breach of foe contract and 
at foe same time compel foe pur¬ 
chaser to remedy foe breach by 
performing the contract. He had 
to . make an election. 

. jf a purchaser failed to comply 
with a decree of specific perform- 
ante the vendor could forfeit the 
.deposit' and claim any monetary 
relief available to him under the 
contract. The vendor could also 
seek an order rescinding the con¬ 
tract at that stage, meaning that 
foe vendor would be permitted to 
retain foe land on the basis that 
he was no longer hound to per¬ 
form Ills part of foe contract in 
consequence of the purchaser’s 
repudiation. The vendor might 
wish to follow that course because 
foe value of foe prop erl y had 
risen, so that foe land was worth 
more to Mm than foe purchase 
price. If foe vendor asked for 
rescission, could be also have 
damage s for breach of contract? 

If the vendor did not seek 
rescission, Ms alternative remedy 
was enforcement of the specific 
performance decree and recovery 
of any moneys which might 
become due to Mm under any 
order resulting from foe working 
out of the decree. If he could not 
recover an that was due to Mm 
In that way he had recourse to 
Ms vendor’s Hen on the land. 

It seemed to be justified in 
principle that if a purchaser failed 
to complete in accordance with a 
specific performance decree and 
the vendor then sought to rescind 
foe contract, be could not at foe 
same time - recover damages at 
common law for repudiation of foe 
contract. 

In foe present case foe vendors 
submitted that they did not ask 
to rescind foe contract, that they 
could go back to exerdsiag the 
option which they rejected when 


Charge for fixed sum 
not desirable 


McDoonen v McDonnell 
The Coart of Appeal said that an 
order giving a spouse on dissolu¬ 
tion of marriage a proportion of 
foe value of the matrimonial home 
was to be preferred to a charge 
of a fixed amount. 

The court allowed an appeal 
by a husband, Mr Hector McDon¬ 
nell, from an order made by Airs 
Justice Lane, inter alia, that he 
transfer to his former wife his 
whole interest in the matrimonial 
home in Camberwell, London, and 
that the wife execute a charge 
on the property in his favour 
without Interest, not to be 
enforced until at the latest the 
youngest child of the marriage 
attained die age of 17. The appeal, 
was allowed to the extent of 
substituting an order that die 
house be vested in trustees for 
sale for the parties in equal 
shires, the sale to be postponed 
until at the latest when foe 
youngest child was 17. 

LORD JUSTICE ORMROD said 
the matrimonial home, a large 
fivc-bedraomcd house, was given 
to foe husband by his family. It 
was unencumbered. Each party 
had submitted an amateur valua¬ 
tion. and on that unsatisfactory 
basis foe value was assumed to be 
in the region of £30,000. During an 
unsuccessful attempt at reconcilia¬ 
tion in 1973 the husband trans¬ 
ferred the house into Joint names. 


Shortly afterwards die wife com¬ 
menced divorce proceedings. 

At the time when the husband 
transferred half Ms share in foe 
house to the wife foe parties were 
arranging their own affairs. Mrs 
Justice Lane derided that it was 
right to transfer the whole pro¬ 
perty to foe wife and give the 
husband a charge of £10,000 on it. 
But it was generally better to allo¬ 
cate shares in the matrimonial 
home titan to give one spouse a 
charge for a fixed amount which 
might be eroded by inflation when 
it came to be realized. In Broome 
v Pritchard (11975) 1 WLR 1366) 
the Court of Appeal derided that 
a charge for a fixed amount 
should be converted into a charge 
of a share in the matrimonial 
home. In that cose the court was 
not concerned with foe conveyanc¬ 
ing problem of creating such a 
charge but with achieving a fair 
result. 

There were no sufficient 
grounds for Interfering with foe 
arrangements made by foe parties 
for sharing foe house. The wife’s 
objection ro having foe husband 
as co-trustee with herself of foe 
house in which she lived had been 
met by the husband's offer to 
withdraw from the trust in favour 
of a trustee who would be more 
acceptable to the wife. 

Sir John Pennycnick and Lord 
Justice Stamp agreed. 


Sittings in chambers 


The Lord Chief Justice has issued 
a Practice Direction concerning 
foe sittings of a Queen’s Bench 
judge in chambers out of London. 

paragraph one (concerning civil 
business) reads; “ To the extern 
that foe business of foe courts 
permits, and subject to the provi¬ 
sions of this direction, judges of 
foe Queen's Bench Division will sit 
in chambers at any place where 
Sittings of tbc High Court are held, 
os well as in London, to deal with 
any business which may be dealt 
nifo by a Judge Of the Queen’s 
Bench Division in chambers ex¬ 
cept any business which may from 
time to time be notified.” 

The direction of December 10, 
1971 ([1972] 1 WLR 4). which is 
superseded, confined sittings in 
chambers to specified trial centres. 

On ball applications, the new 


direction provides : " Applications 
for bail under Order 79 of die 
Rules of foe Supreme Court to a 
judge in chambers may, and 
should wherever possible, be made 
to a judge of foe Queen’s Bencb 
Division ax any place where sit¬ 
tings of tiie High Court or of the 
Crown Court are held, being foe 
place nearest to the court where 
the applicant has appeared: pro¬ 
vided that such applications made 
through the Official Solicitor may 
in. any case be made in London. 
Outside London the summons 
should be issued in tile district 
registry at foe place where the 
application can he heard, and tiie 
order drawn up and perfected in 
that registry.” 

The direction of December 11. 
1972 ([1973] 1 WLR 45) is super¬ 
seded. 


they chose to pursue their.equit¬ 
able remedy In preference to their 
comment law one. That they 
should not be permitted to do 
because, first, they had already 
opted against that remedy, and, 
secondly, because it would not 
enable them to recover any 
greater relief than they could 
obtain if they pursued their 
elected course to its conclusion. 
His LordaMp would allow the 
appeal. 

His Lordship’s analysis had led 
Mm to foe conclusion that the 
orders made in Staeet v Meredith 
((1863) 4 Giff 207) and Watson t> 
Cor (42 LJ Ch 279) were wrong 
so far as, after a purchaser's fail¬ 
ure to comply with an order for 
specific performance, they asso¬ 
ciated an inquiry as to damages 
with an order permitting a vendor 
to treat a sue contract as no 
longer binding Mm. 

His Lordship would allow foe 
appeal. 

SIR JOHN PENNYCUICK, 
agreeing, said that foe judge’s 
decision appeared to he based on 
the view mat Ms order of Novem¬ 
ber 5, 1975, providing for com¬ 
pletion on November 12, had foe 
effect of malting condition 19(4) of 
foe Law Society's General Condi¬ 
tions of Sale (1973 Revision), to 
which foe agreement was subject, 
operate as if November 12 were 
foe '* date fixed for completion ” 
for foe purposes of that condi¬ 
tion. That view could not be 
supported. 

The vendors' new contention was 
contrary to a line of authorities, 
dating back to Henm v Schroder 
((1879) 12 Ch D 660), wMch was 
not binding on the Court of 
Appeal, but which should only be 
held not good law if it was not in 
accordance with sound principle. 

The vendors’ argument con¬ 
tained foe propos i tion that if the 
purchaser failed to complete under 
a decree of specific pTOformance 
he committed a new breach of foe 
contract giving rise to a new claim 
for da m ages at common law. The 
purchaser -would certainly com¬ 
mit a breach of the decree hot 
could not be said to commit a 
new breach of foe contract. The 
position was that foe original 
breach continued nnremedied. 

If there was no new breach, 
there was no ground on which foe 
claim for damages at common 
law, against wMch foe vendor had 
elected, could be revived at chat 
stage. 

The rule In Renta v Schroder 
was founded upon correct 
principle. 

Lord Justice Orr agreed with 
both judgments. 

Leave ro appeal was refused.

Legal aid 
costs refused 

Tanner v Tanner 
The Court of Appeal dismissed an 
application to lift the suspension 
on tiie enforcement of an order 
for costs made by the defendant, 
Miss Josephine Joan Tanner, who 
on her appeal (The Times, May 3 ; 
11975] 1 WLR 1346) was awarded 
£2,900 compensation for the lass 
of her contractual licence to have 
accommodation in the house in 
Theobalds Avenue, Finchley, Lon¬ 
don. wMch the plaintiff, Mr Eric 
Robert Tanner, had bought as a 
home for her and the two children 
of whom he was foe father. 

Miss Tanner bad been given an 
order for costs nor to be enforced 
without leave of the coon. Both 
parties had been legally aided and 
by section 9(6) of the Legal Aid 
Act, 1974, foe legal aid fund had 
a first charge on the property re¬ 
covered In respect of any defici¬ 
ency of contribution to foe net 
liability of foe fund. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS, 
sitting with Lord Justice Browne 
and Mr Justice Brigbonan, aid 
that last April Mr Tanner had 
been ordered to pay £2,000 for tiie 
benefit of foe woman with whom 
he had been living. The costs 
which he had been ordered to pay 
were not to be enforced without 
further application to the court. 

The £2,000 had been paid by Mr 
Tanner, who bad sold foe house 
at Theobalds Avenne to do so. The 
defendant had applied for the sus¬ 
pension of foe enforcement of foe 
order for costs in her favour to 
be lifted. Her costs In the appeal 
had come to £637. The legal aid 
fund had a charge on foe £2,000. 
Tbe defendant wanted foe suspen¬ 
sion lifted so that Mr Tanner 
could be ordered to pay foe £657. 

Mr Tanner had moved to Nor¬ 
folk. He was a milkman. His wife 
had come to speak for Mm. 

It was not a case where foe 
court should lift foe suspension. 
Mr Tanner’s family could not con¬ 
tinue with foe additional burden. 
There were no means available. 
The suspension should not be 
lifted. Before any further applica¬ 
tion. inquiries should be made 
about Mr Tanner's means. 

No order for costs would be 
made on the present application, 
and there would be no order for 
legal aid taxation. 



Underlying 

principals 


Ten years ago must have 
seemed the nadir to the lingerie 
business. Those short, stiff, 
self-sufficient, fully lined, form 
disguising dresses of which 
Andre Courreges will always be 
seen as the arch exponent 
required minimal underpin- 
ings; tights, bikini pants, no 
petticoat, either a very soft bra 
or none at all. In fact it was 
the slowness of the industry— 
the profit margin on founda¬ 
tions is apparently very low, so 
to make any money thousands 
of the same style have to be 
produced, which of coarse 
militates against quick change 
and flexibility of styles-^as 
much as foe bra-discarding 
activities of the new militant 
feminists which must have got 
so many women out of the habit 
of wearing a bra. There was 
just no way to accommodate 
whar foe mass market was offer¬ 
ing in terms of padding and 
wires and uplift tinder the new 
flat silhouette which marched 
alongside the white heat of 
technocracy everyone was con¬ 
cerned with. 

The final blow must have 
been when Yves St Laurent 
confirmed thar nipples were 
presentable in 1967. with his 
see-through tops. Women of 
course were far too clever ro 
fall for such a gratuitous 
chance to be unfavourably com¬ 
pared : 99 per cent remained 
chastely covered, but bowed to 
the prevailing fashion wind by 
showing the contour and indeed 
the details of the breasts. What 
they wore to aid and abet those 
contours was their business. 

In the climate of fashion 
honesty and permissiveness 
which obtained it seemed un¬ 
likely that the idea of super- 
fe m ini n e undies would ever 
come back. Were we not all 
equal with the men now? The 
only considerable acreage of 
knicker was maintained by 
those specially nice upper class 
English ladies of a certain age 
whose twceded knees as they 
sit in the masculine position 
always seem to reveal such an 
amazing expanse of the pink 
direct dire style. Just now there 
seems to be a complete division 
between what the designers are 
showing in terms of dothes 
winch demand foe absolute 
minimum of underwear—or for 
foe bold and free none at aB—— 
and what foe public is actually 
wearing, which is more and 
more elaborate and intricate 


lingerie under their outer layers 
of ethnic kit. 

Tbe reasons are not bard to 
find. First, the whole techno¬ 
cracy-based future was rejected 
Ire a lot of people very fast. 
They started wearing long, cot¬ 
ton, old fashioned clofoes and 
talking about getting back to 
fundamental principles. English 
designers especially were quick 
to reject foe sharp bossy, sexu¬ 
ally arrogant shapes and to 
rediscover foe subtler charms of 
suggestion and a certain femi¬ 
nine diffidence. Skirts got 
longer, waists smaller, bosoms 
reappeared. By 1973 the trans¬ 
formation was complete at mass 
market level. Tbe figure was 
bade. It bad to look as though 
it was Nature’s unaided work, 
though, which called for a whole 
new set of structures from the 
mechanics who make founda¬ 
tions, because two new factors 
were added to foe public 
unconscious. 

The more obvious of these 
factors is foe economic one. 
Despite the endless gloom 
reported on foe industrial front, 
the simple fact is that more 
women — especially young 
women, who make fashion be¬ 
cause they have income dis¬ 
posable to themselves rather 
than to foe family^ or foe 
budgerigar—are earning more 
money. England remains ex¬ 
ceptionally well-provided for in 
terms of cheap clothing (yes. 
this has been very bad for our 
own industry but that is another 
story) and foe major publicity 
for fashion has been angled 
on novelty and price rather 
than on aesthetic or quality or 
durable properties. As a resi’lr, 
the cheap mass market for 
fashion in this country has be¬ 
come what many must fre] ro 
be an inexorable maw of new 
ideas. 

In the past five ye^rs we 
have seen pass, sw'ftly or 
slowly, virtually every sil¬ 
houette explored since 1800. 
The well-paid, independent girl 
has just about every sort of 
top clothing she can want. So 
where next ? Undies. The sil¬ 
houette for outer clothes is 
blurred not Courreges sharp; 
the shirts are full and bound m 
tight ro foe wast, which empha¬ 
sizes foe bosom; skirts are long 
which cuts out foe legs as an 
erogenous zone and means that 
stockings and suspender belts 
and French knickers are once 
again practicable in foe minds 
of those who negotiate the tube 
escalators or foe boss’s filing 
cabinet. 

The second factor I reel is 
psychological- Given a new 
area on wiuch _ to expend her 
fashion money is foe start, but 
another fact is foot there are 
more women, more successful, 
more independent, in better 


paid jobs. Some of these nurse 
underlying feel in gs that the 
masculine quality of then* 
success needs to be balanced 
by an exceptional attention to 
such classic things as frillies if 
they are not to lose' their 
" femininity w . 

Under every neat office 
ensemble which , gets foe con¬ 
tracts done and impresses the 
chaps that you are serious, or 
better still almost one of them, 
the secret woman is wearing 
pure silk crepe de chine 
panties and yards of lace on her 
slip. Other women just feel that 
they want to please themselves* 
or someone else by foe know¬ 
ledge rhat what foe world does 
not see of their wardrobe is as 
pretty as what it does- However 
you argue it, foe result is that 
chain stores now carry much 
more seductive and impractical 
lingerie than they did five years 
ago. 

I warned to find out whether 
different countries have a dif-' 
ferent attitude to underclothes, 
and also whether foe wave of 
soft pom now available under 
foe guise of fashion to fantasy 
had promoted foe demand for 
black lace suspender belts and 
such similar articles which foe 
English have always regarded 
as so naughty and Latin and 
self-indulgent. So 2 accord¬ 
ingly sought out Peter Reger 
(pronounced like Jaeger) whose 
firm, Janet Reger, has done 
mare than any other in this 
country to provide for the new 
sensuality. 

First, says Mr Reger, there 
has always been a demand for 
overtly sexy lingerie, even when 
foe silhouette of outer clothes 
was ar its most austere. Regers 
began to manufacture in 
England In 1967 after several 
years on the Continent (Mr 
Reger is German, his wife, 
Leicester Polytechnic trained, 
is English) where they did high 
fashion, perceptive ranges for 
manufacturers, by far tbe most 
famous of which must have 
been foe lamented Rosy. The 
move to England was calcu¬ 
lated. “There was no one else 
here doing what we wanted to 
do" and foe business has ex¬ 
panded at foe rate of 80 per 
cent every year since. 

From a small shop called 
Bottom Drawer in Paddington, 
Reger have now a chic retail 
outlet in Beauchamp Place and 
on March 2 open in Brook 
Street; Wl. The eventual hope 
is to have a boutique in all foe 
great capital cities of foe world. 
Meanwhile Reger sells consist¬ 
ently in foe English provinces. 
Mr Reger likes foe provincial 
stores for foeir fidelity. 

Have English women chan¬ 
ged ? I wondered, since it has 
al ways seemed to me foe perfect 


illustration of our priorities that 
we spend so much on colour 
cosmetics and so little on treat¬ 
ment products and that foe vast 
majority of us buy foe garment 
which makes or breaks every¬ 
thing else we wear, over the 
counter, without trying it on. 
Can you imagine the French 
buying a bra or a corselet with¬ 
out a fitting ? Air Reger thinks 
foe public on foe whole is more 
discriminating, and more de¬ 
manding of quality. It is also 
less hung up about fripperies, 
though he does not think girlie 
magazines and explicit movies 
has had any effect on this. 

The Reger business is a very 
well monitored one. When Janet 
Reger produces her collection 
her husband is very certain 
which pieces are in foe right 
image, which is frankly foe sexy 
one. For bumbling theorists 
such as myself foe discussion 
about intellectual fashion—lilies 
and birds on your negligee 
rather than swansdown, to put 
it at ks most basic, are capti¬ 
vating, but when you are in foe 
business you have to know 
which one you are in. Mr 
Reger's most interesting illustra¬ 
tion of foe growing sophistica¬ 
tion of his customers—and as a 
high-fashion business he has 
always to think ahead in terms 
of taste—is that whereas satin 
is. and was, foe best selling 
fabric “ positive and aggressive ” 
foe newest beauties he has made 
are in pure silk cr£pe de chine, 
elaborately embroidered in 
delicate colours, or unusual 
combinations of colour, or made 
in pure silk with a hand printed 
design on them. 

Who buys foe Reger lingerie? 
“ Women, except in December ", 
says Peter Reger “ and you can¬ 
not tell what they will buy. Out¬ 
ward appearances are absolutely 
no guide ro whether foe custo¬ 
mer will pick one pair of stock¬ 
ings, or a hundred pounds' 
worth of really beautiful 
things Constant readers could 
see this whole trend as another 
illustration of the collapse _ of 
empire and the determination 
of sensible women to meet foe 
new conquerors not just well 
dressed, but well undressed too.

Livorpool is probably the only 
English provincial city to have 
a recognizable group of artists 
living and working in it. There 
is a tradition of artistic activ¬ 
ity and. patronage going back 
to the nineteenth century, 
which was explored by John 
Willett in an excellent book. 
Art m a City, published in the 
latte Sixties. The . John 
Moores—the only , regular open 
competitive- exhibition in 
Britain—has helped to keep 
this tradition alive, and there 
are always a - fair number of 
Liverpool painters, included 
not out of fecal chaovanism bat 
because there is genuinely 
good work done in the diy. 
The Liverpool Academy, a 
nineteenth century znstznxnon, 
resurrected recently by Liver¬ 
pool ' artists, has its own gal¬ 
lery, with a regular. pro¬ 
gramme of o Jn bi ia ons, in a 
converted shop . in Renshaw 
Street in the ceotre of the city.. 

Two years ago .the Walker 
Arc Gallery, the Liverpool 
Daily Post and. Echo and. the 
Liverpool Academy sponsored 
a lively exhibition, “ Communi¬ 
cation ”, which I reviewed ax 
the time in these columns. Ic 
contained <*hall»r>g fpg paintings 
by Arthur. Ballard, ..Maurice 
Cockrill and .'Adrian Henri 
among other interesting, works, 
although, considering' the tide 
of the.exhibition, most of what 
was shown was rather private 
and introverted. Possibly as 
the result of some similar criti¬ 
cism, in the follow-up to that 
exhibition “The/Face of Mer¬ 
seyside ", with the same 
sors, an attempt has 
made to cre a te a . more . 
and accessible show. It is 
therefore rather disappointing 
to report fhat this is much less 
successful,' except at a superfi¬ 
cial level, than “ Communi¬ 
cation*'. Most of die artists 
have taken the theme far too 
literally,'. mid merely sirere** 
over the surface of the rich 
layers of textur e and meaning 
or the city. Far too much of it 
looks like tourist guide stuff 
and few have risen to what 
could have been a useful chal¬ 
lenge to engage with a wider 
local audience. And the sense 
of there being a unity of style, 
tiie hard-neo-realist stare of 
Ballard and CockrilFs contribu¬ 
tions to the earlier exhibition, 
seems dispersed, in an unsure 
and dtootacedflcricism. 

Only Henri . Iim come up 
. with a really good painting, 
which is actually more success¬ 
ful than the picture be showed 
in the earlier exhibition, 
■Dejeuner sur ‘ Pherbe. Debris 
TE - is a painting, of rubbish 
on a dembiitioh ate.. Ids an 
unxmnanth: view of what has 
become a famsfiar feature 
of many parts of Liver¬ 
pool as of every other British 
city. There is nothing winch 
could place tins as being Liver¬ 
pool rather than somewhere 
else, yet it has a quiet inten¬ 
sity which speaks of "here” 
rather .than “ there 

It also makes subtle refer¬ 
ence- to earlier art, and rather 
more effectively than Henri’s 
" f ^mm uTfrrwtiiri ” picture.

“Shoot it! Shoot it 1 Shoot 
it! " cried a frantic disbeliev¬ 
ing voire as the Hindenberg 
began to blow up. Thar man 
would clearly have shot the 
Resurrection itself, and got the 
negatives back to the office in 
rim* fco- the early evening con¬ 
ference, but Z wonder bow 
many professionals just stood 
and gaped as the blazing steel 
bones fell slowly out of the 
New Jersey Sky ? This was not 
The News, which was never 
quite true. It was news, and it 
was. 

A big subject, Film as Evi¬ 
dence, and one that raises 
more questions than a short 
series can solve. The feelings 
of cameramen, for example, 
seem unlikely to play a large 
part in Howard Smith's five 
programmes, for he is concen¬ 
trating on the influence of 
newsreels over the huge work¬ 
ing-class audience in the Thir¬ 
ties a«d Forties who went to 
the pictures once, and often 
twice, a week. 

He showed us how pre-war 
governments used the news- 
reels to put across unpopular 
causes like rearmament and 
the drinking of milk to fight 
TB but precisely how the 
pressures were applied from 
Whitehall without offending 
editorial independence was one 
of the questions raised but not 
solved. Popular attitudes to 
Germany, both in the Thirties 
and in the years between Pots¬ 


dam and the Berlin air^V 
were partly controlled by the 
cinema and will be the subject 
of the next two programmes. 

What of the newsreel’s role 
in die establishment of popular 
images and the mud dli ng of- 
myth ? These were, after all, 
the days when Britain practi¬ 
cally was a battleship's pnw 
slicing the white foam at tnJi 
steam ahead. “ It is 18 yearn , 
declared Gaumont British after. 
Armistice Day, 1936, “ since 
the flower of manhood 
marched into the jaws of 
death.” Did anyone giggle at 
the atrocious mash of meta¬ 
phors ? E. B. H. Emmett, who 
wrote and spoke them, was 
acknowledged _ master of a 
genre for which no _ punchy 
link was too sententious or 
dimly glimpsed to be pressed 
into the service of anaesthetic 
continuity. The thing was 
never to stop, or pause for 
reflection. 

Were audiences slugged ? 
Did nobody in Hammersmith 
or Levenshulme groan when 
Emmett rushed with breathless 
inevitability from grasshopper 
plagues in Colorado via locusts 
and mankind seen from the air 
to the beaches of Coney Island 
(“ New York is having a heat¬ 
wave. . . -”) ? Or from HMS 
Durban’s presence on Mersey¬ 
side to “one of the big guns 
of the operatic world in 
Australia”, and there was 
Lotte Lehmann laughing her 
fine head off with a kooka¬ 
burra on each arm down 
under.

The Photographer’s Gallery 
are showing (until March 6) 
an exhilarating selection of Dr 
Edgerton's high-speed photo¬ 
graphs. Although taken for 
scientific purposes, the images 
produced are dramatm,. bril¬ 
liantly simple, and easily read 
the layman: a bullet pass¬ 
ing through an apple at 18,000 
miles an hoar, cutting a play¬ 
ing card, or going through a 
block of soap; the deformation 
of a tennis i»U or a golf hall 
at the point of impact with 
racket or iron. 

Other pictures are multiple 
high-speed exposures on the 
same plate, in the tradition of 
E-J. Marey: the arcs described 
by a tennis player as he hits 
the ball, of a high diver or 
acrobat as his body moves 
through the air. The images 
are extremely beautiful and 
they add to our knowledge. 
Lilas design, photography needs 
a function and its aesthetic 
content he separated 

from that. 

Artists for Democracy (143, 
Whitfield Street, W.l) are 


showing contemporary Chinese 
watercolour woodcuts. These 
are printed from many blocks 
so mat at first right they look 
like paintings. The style is tra¬ 
ditional but into the delicately- 
rendered landscapes the artists 
have inserted pylons striding 
through the wooded hills, or an 
artificial reservoir in the moun¬ 
tains. Sometimes these record 
something already achieved, 
like the huge bridge across die 
Yang-Tse at Nanking, some¬ 
times schemes not yet carried 
out. The effect is carious and 
charming, but not much more 
than that. - 

They are far less exciting 
than 'the peasant paintings 
excellently - reproduced in a 
book - which- has just become 
available in English, Peasant 
Paintings' from Huhsien County 
(Foreign Languages Press, 
Peking £1.60). These include 
many of . the pictures which 
created such enormous interest 
in Paris when they were shown 
in the Mus£e Gailiera as an 
invited part of the Bienale des 
Jewries this autumn. 

It is hoped that .many of 
these images of vitality and 
abundance will be shown in 
the very large contemporary 
Chinese exhibition which die 
Arts Council is now in the 
preliminary stages of planning 
for the Hayward Gallery, possi¬ 
bly for die latter half of 1977.

another allegro like the second, 
is one of those dance-Kke 
character pieces that Russian 
composers do so well, and this 
made a more positive impres¬ 
sion.

Gratitude to the Goethe Insti¬ 
tute for bringing this ensemble 
to London must be tempered 
with regret that they offered 
no information about any of 
the music or even the com 
posers Frank Michael Beyer 
and Iray Schimi whose un¬ 
familiar works opened Sunday's 
recital. 

Ligeti’s Ten Pieces provided 
the qnrncet with a handsome 
musical visiting card, since 
these brilliant character-studies 
displayed the tonal individu¬ 
ality of Mrh instrument and 
the pungent blend of the cor¬ 
porate sound, as well, as their 
ability to evoke distinctive 
moods—violent, comic, eccen¬ 
tric, wistful, and so on—in a 
matter of seconds, and to create 
musical tension as instantly. 
There was brilliance, and good 
humour too, in the exchan ges 
of the stuttering figure in the 
sixth piece (likewise the 
querulous tenth piece), even if 
tiie players suggested embar¬ 
rassment rather than mystery 
when required to blow tone* 
lessly into their mouthpieces. 

Much was to be hoped, after 
that, from their reading of 
Schoenberg’s wind quintet Op 
26. Indeed the first movement 
lived up to expectation with 

scrupulously terraced counter¬ 
point, neat structural pointing, 
and virtuoso articulation 

(especially by the horn) of the 
rapid semiquaver runs. The 
waltz second movement began 
almost ideally, with a vivid 
lilt and lightness; this is the 
movement which first gave the 
lie to the charge that 12 -note 
music could not convey cheer¬ 
fulness. The trio section in¬ 
cluded undesirably hectic mo¬ 
ments: here and later the music 
needed that firm yet poetical 
control of nuance which had 
been admired earlier and was 
to distinguish the slow, serene 
musk of the third movement, 
beautifully unfolded.

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Should we make the Lord Chief Justice bear the brunt 

of the 6 legal explosion 5 on his own? 


The tragedy 
of a village called 
Argaki 


It has become dear over the 
past few years that the job of 
being Lord Chief Justice of 
England is proving too much 
for one man. The past decade 
has seen a spectacular increase 
in the workload on the judici¬ 
ary generally, which it has 
been possible to accommodate 
by the creation of new judges. 
The additional burden on the 
Lord Chief Justice, however, 
has largely remained to be car¬ 
ried by him alone. The wide¬ 
spread feeling among many of 
tus colleagues, senior lawyers, 
and legal civil servants, that 
the burden is now. proving too 
great, is not in any sense a 
criticism of the present incum- 
bent. Lord Widgery. It is, 
rather, a realization that the 
fsb itself may have to be 
rethought to take account of the 
realities of today’s legal world, 
vastly different from that with 

which even a recent former 
holder of the office. Lord God¬ 
dard, who retired in 1958, had 
to deal. 

The Lord Chief Justice per¬ 
forms a wide variety of judi¬ 
cial and administrative func¬ 
tions, too numerous to men¬ 
tion, as well as a number of 
social and ceremonial ones. He 
is the highest ranking judge, 
apart from the Lord Chancel¬ 
lor (who, as a ' political 
appointment, is really in a 
separate hierarchy). His 
importance and influence are 
at their highest, however, in 
the Court of Appeal (C rimin al 
Division) and the Divisional 
Court of the Queen’s Bench 
Division. 

It is through presiding over 
the court hearing criminal 
appeals that the Lord Chief 
Justice can influence and over¬ 
see the development of English 


criminal law mid s entencing 
policy. His presidency of the 
Divisional Court mwlfw him the 
most important judicial in¬ 
fluence over administrative 
law, which deals with the rela¬ 
tionship between the individual 
on the one hand, and minis- 
ters, government departments, 
local authorities, and other 
bodies that make derisions 
affecting the citizen’s life on 
the other. The Divisional Court 
is the channel through which 
the ordinary man' can chal¬ 
lenge the decisions of auth¬ 
ority. It exercises judicial con¬ 
trol of administrative acts 
through the.’ "prerogative 
writs ” of mandamus, certi¬ 
orari, prohibition, and, espe¬ 
cially important for the liberty 
of the individual,' habeas 
corpus. The .Divisional Court 
also exercises appellate juris¬ 
diction, on points of law, over 
decisions of magistrates courts 
and a number of other lower 
courts and tribunals. 

It is precisely in these areas, 
criminal appeals and adminis¬ 
trative law, that a great explo¬ 
sion of work has taken place, 
with the result that the Lord 
Chief Justice’s ability «o cope 
is. being .questioned. In the late - 
1950s, for instance,, nine judge-. 
days a . week were • being 
expended on Divisional Court 
and c riminal appeals combined. 
Today .some 45 judge-days a 
week are necessary. -There'. 
were 205 sittings dealing with ■ 
criminal appeals In 1965, 259". 
in 1970 and 385 last year. Dur¬ 
ing the fifties, the- annual 
figure was less. -.than one' 
hundred. The Divisional Court ' 
has not shown the same growth- 
rate, but there has nfevertfae-. 
Jess been both a substantial In¬ 
crease in the numbers of appli- 
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The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Widgery: that the harden is 
proving too great is not in any sense a criticism of him 


cations for a prerogative order 
(about fifty in the mid-sixties, 
now about three times that 
number) and the importance 
and length of the cases has 
grown considerably. 

Of coarse, the Lord Chief 
Justice cannot himself preside 
over ev ery sitting of the two 
courts, but in order to retain 
his preeminent position of in¬ 
fluence and supervision over 
the law generally, he has been 
forced to sit almost every day, 
and, in most cases, to give the 
judgment of the. court. It is 
Conceivable that this could be 
done if be had no other duties, 
but he has a great deal more 


to do, judicially, administrati¬ 
vely and in many other ways. 

A number of solutions have 
been pi* forw ar d, informally. 
Some envisage the mere hiving 
off of some of the Lord Chief 
Justice's Ximc tions. It is doubt¬ 
ful, however, whether that 
would be enough. What may¬ 
be needed is a more far-reach¬ 
ing reform of the upper judi¬ 
cial hierarchy. 

The status of the Queen's 
Bench Divisional Court ought 
to be raised. The lowly place it 
occupies is mi historical anom¬ 
aly which bears no relation to 
the importance of the court 
today, he is absurd that a court 


of that stature, winch usually 
consists of three judges pre¬ 
sided over by the Lord Chief 
Justice and deals with matters 
of the utmost significance, 
should he subject to two tin's 
of appeal (the Court of Appeal 
and the House of Lords). It 
should be brought up to the 
same level as the two divisions 
of the Coart of Appeal. 

New offices of President of 
die Divisional Court and Presi¬ 
dent of die Court of Appeal 
should be created. The holders 
of these posts would rank in 
status co-equal with the Master 
of the Rolls, who is in effect 
the president of the Court of 


Appeal (Civil Division). The 
Lord Chief Justice would exer¬ 
cise overall supervision over 
' all three streams of die judici¬ 
ary, sitting in court when cases 
of particular legal or public 
importance came before any of 
them and bring able in that 
way to retain his influence 
over the unity and develop¬ 
ment of the law. (In practice, 
he wduld still leafo die civil 
law largely to the Master of 
the Rolls). The day-today 
administration' ‘of' the three 
streams would be muter the 
direction of the respective pre¬ 
sidents. In fact die Master of 
the Rolls already fulfils this 
function over the civil appeal 
ride.' What is proposed would 
be to apply the same proce¬ 
dures to criminal appeals and 
the Divisional Court. 

The' Lord Chief Justice 
would then be freer to concen¬ 
trate on those areas of the law 
which needed attention at any 
particular time, either by sit¬ 
ting in court or giving his 
attention to broad policy ques¬ 
tions affecting the law and the 
judiciary. 

If his role were to be recon¬ 
stituted in that'way, he would 
require the services of a legal 
secretariat, to act as interme¬ 
diaries and filters for the less 
important matters, and as his 
antes m die cartyang out of his. 
administrative . and judicial 
duties. It is.- absurd that at

The Sunday Times one was 
about Stress, and was designed 
to show the degree of it from 
which tiie subject suffered, and 
thus what was the risk he ran 
of succumbing to one or more 
of the diseases generally agreed 
to be caused or aggravated by 
stress; these, it seems from the 
list so helpfully appended to 
the annotation of the quiz, 
include coronary thrombosis, 
ulcers, asthma, hypertension, 
diabetes and migraine, a variety 


Warning by HM Government: This kind of quiz 

can damage your health 
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of afflictions the mere reading 
of which could cause serious 
stress in a three-toed sloth, and 
a hibernating one at that 

The quiz was divided into 
three sections. First was “ Your 
life”, and consisted of an in¬ 
quiry into the sort of tiling that 
tends to happen to you, with 
appropriate scores for each 
event that you ticked off. If 
you have been recently 
divorced, for instance, you 
notch up 73, if married 50 
(heaven knows how they would 
rate somebody who had under¬ 
gone both of these traumatic ex¬ 
periences in quick succession), 
if sacked 47, and so on. (If you 
have lately suffered from “ Per¬ 
sonal involvement in a major 
legal case ” you score 63; I was 
tempted to rate myself 126 for 
that category, as I have not 
been personally involved in a 
major legal case for several 
years, a circumstance which I 
find so extraordinary as to be 
positively sinister, and surely 
productive of stress far beyond 
what the normal frame will 
bear. But in die end I stuck 
to the rules and marked my¬ 
self 0.) 

The second section was 
headed “Your personality” 
and sought to discover whether 
you are eager to compete, 
whether you seek advancement, 
whether you get angry or 
impatient. You marked your¬ 
self out of 10 for each of 10 
questions, and there was an in¬ 
genious safeguard built in to 
ensure that you told the truth. 


A day in which everything 
goes right, in which no 
unexpected problem crops up 
and the work flows with

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Finally came “Your lifestyle”, 
which was about such tilings as 
diet, exercise, smoking and 
drinking, taking work home 
from the office and the like. 

Having answered all the ques¬ 
tions, you were bidden to look 
at tiie “ How did you score ? ” 
section, where you were told 
right off that if you had scored 
high in more than one of the 
three sections yon were parti¬ 
cularly at risk. I checked my 
scores against the three 
columns, and for some time I 
thought I must be holding the 
page upside down, or that 
something equally odd was 
going on. Eventually, I was 
_ forced to face the truth. From 
the score I had rolled up in all 
three departments, it is clear 
that I am not just at risk from 
stress: I am dead. 

What is more, I have been 
dead for nearly 20 years, and 
presumably died of coronary 
thrombosis, ulcers, asthma, 
hypertension, diabetes and 
migraine. My score was so 
absurdly, insanely high, so 
luridly and hopelessly out of 
control, so wildly and p repos-

Added to this affinity is a 
feeling of gratitude, since 
it was the British who, over 
long periods of history, kept 
the big countries surround¬ 
ing Switzerland in a balance 
of power cm which not only' 
the British Empire but also, 
until recently, Swiss inde¬ 
pendence was largely based. 

Swiss people come to Eng¬ 
land mainly to learn the lan¬ 
guage. The Swiss cannot do 
without Eng li s h ; they never 
could do so since the eight¬ 
eenth century when some 
English eccentrics started 
rtom bing Swiss . mountains 
and created tourism in Swit¬ 
zerland. Regrettably, Swiss 
hotels we no longer filled 
with English tourists. But 
the English language has be¬ 
come the language of world 
trade and the Swiss are de¬ 
pendent on trading with the 
world. 

Vile can learn French, Ger¬ 
man and Italian at home, 
but for English we have to 
come to England. This js 
fortunate, for, together vntn 
the language, we acquire 
some manners, a commodity 
not overabundant m Switzer¬ 
land where the educapomsur 
ideal of, a human being is a 
rough diamond. 

The material incentives 
for coming to England wer® 
stronger in former tun®® 
when fortunes were to be 


made in England. Some 
Swiss who came, especially 
some bankers in the eight¬ 
eenth century, did make 
fortunes. One of them even 
had an inordinate windfall, 
having received in trust 
large sums from French 
aristocrats who later, during 
the French Revolution, were 
sent to the guillotine and so 
never returned to claim back 
their money. 

' All sorts of people used to 
come from Switzerland to 
the British Isles: workers 
and entrepreneurs, servants 
and courtiers, housekeepers, 
bankers, teachers, govern¬ 
esses, artists, scientists, 
Madame Tussaud, the “ Eng¬ 
lish” painter Henry Fuseu, 
and one of Winston 
Churchill’s butlers. Some 
800 Swiss soldiers and 
officers fought under 
Clive in India and one of 
them became Governor of 
Madras and another was 
given the Calcutta command. 

Swiss people are still 
coming .to Britain, some 
4,000 every year without 
counting the innumerable 
tourists, but few come with 
the intention to settle. They 
come for fairly short periods 
of one or two years. There 
are still quite a few who 
change their mind at the end 
of their planned stay . and 
settle permanently, either 


because they married British 
meh or women or because 
they enjoy a freer life in 
Britain man in Switzerland. 
But fortunes are more likely 
to be made elsewhere than 
in Britain today, and fairly 
few Swiss living in the 
United Kingdom get paid in 
Swiss money and gain from 
the shrinking of the pound. 

Of the 4,000 who come to 
Britain every year, about half 
are au pair girls. Another, 
large group consists of those 
who study English at a uni¬ 
versity or at a language 
school. Then there are those 
sent, to Britain by their 
employer In Switzerland to 
broaden their professional 
experience and outlook. 
These are mostly people 
selected for managerial 
careers by their company. 

It is true that more and 
more Swiss companies send 
their trainees to the United 
States rather than to Britain, 
to learn managerial skills, 
especially since the journey 
to America and the cost of 
living there in terms of 
Swiss- francs becomes less 
expensive. After all, that is 
the country where the 
greatest progress in manage¬ 
ment and technology is. 
taking place. But in some 
instances Britain still pro¬ 


vides the best finishing 
touches-yin merchant bank¬ 
ing, for instance. 

The prerise number of 
Swiss people resident in the 
United Kingdom is not 
known. The figure lies some¬ 
where between 18,000 and 
20,000. Of these, 5,000 
were born in Britain and 
carry dual nationality and 
10,000 are settled in the 
United Kingdom more or less 
permanently. 

The others are au pairs, 
students and trainees. Those 
settled permanently are by 
no means all in or around 
London; many live else¬ 
where, in the Midlands, in 
the South-west, in Scotland, 
in Northern Ireland. 

Quite a number of Swiss 
living in the United King¬ 
dom have their own busi¬ 
nesses, some small, some 
large. Others work in hotels 
(until recently the biggest 
contingent) as managers, 
chefs or at reception desks. 
There are Swiss in banking, 
trade, transport, insurance— 
some of them are top em¬ 
ployees of Swiss subsidiaries 
m Britain. 

However, most subsidiaries 
of the big Swiss concerns, of 
the multinationals, are 
entirely run by British 
people and have hardly any 
Swiss left. 

There are Swiss teachers 


working in Britain, both in 
schools and at universities. 
This is part of a tradition 
that started in the eight¬ 
eenth century when many 
families of the British nobi-, 
lity, even Eng George HI, I 
entrusted their children to! 
Swiss tutors and govern- ] 
esses. Swiss scientists, j 
artists and musicians have 
been coming to live m Eng¬ 
land for quite some time. 
Some painters became Royal 
Academicians; there is one 
at present; and the first, sec¬ 
ond and fourth Keeper of 
the Royal Academy of Arts 
were Swiss. 

Although some Swiss find 
it difficult to penetrate 
British circles, they do not 
generally cling together ex¬ 
cessively, but try to make 
as many friends among the 
British as possible. The 
Swiss Centre in Leicester 
Square has not become the 
food point for the Swiss 
community in London which 
it was originally planned to 
become, except for culinary 
purposes. And Swiss Cottage 
in North London has little to 
do with Switzerland, apart 
from its name.

| The City 
that makes 
sense

London as a principal finan¬ 
cial centre — a turntable for 
money as the international 
financial community regard 
it—has always made sense 
for Switzerland’s bankers. 

In the years when the 
Eurodollar market expanded 
as the world’s great financ¬ 
ing pool this was especially 
so. Swiss Bank Corporation, 
which was first in London 
a couple of years before the 
turn of the century, reckons 
its main activity in Britain 
has been Euromarket opera¬ 
tions, including organizing 
back-up finance for industrial 
and other customers. 

This bank in London also 
offers a wide range of bank¬ 
ing services, including the 
normal over-the-counter cus¬ 
tomer facilities from indi¬ 
vidual accounts to the handl¬ 
ing of securities. It does not 
handle long-term loans in 
London except for tying up 
some Euromarket operations. 
Nor has it ever taken on any 
property business and was 
duly thankful when that 
sector cracked in the United 
Kingdom. 

Another two of the top 
Swiss banks. Credit Suh$e 


and the Union Bank of 
Switzerland, both established 
themselves in London in the 
postwar yeaxs because of the 
importance of the Euro¬ 
market operations. Credit 
Suisse for a time had only 
a representative office but 
in the autumn of 1371 it was 
derided London demanded a 
full-scale branch operation. 

Neither has gone as far as 
tbe Swiss Bank Corporation 
in offering a full over-the- 
counter customer service. 

Generally, the pattern for 
ail the Swiss banks is to con¬ 
centrate on medium and 
short-term loans, often pro¬ 
viding revolving credit for 
usually blue chip companies. 

One Swiss banker in Lon¬ 
don — characteristically 
among the self-effacing Swiss 
financial community he insis¬ 
ted on anonymity — ex¬ 
plained : “There is just 
nowhere quite like London 
as a market where all the 
mechanics are to band, all 
the expertise you need to call 
on. New York has certain 
restrictions. A certain 
amount of money has gone 
to other centres, but these 
—Luxembourg, for instance 
—more or less fund them¬ 
selves out of Loudon any¬ 
way.” 

The importance of London 
is borne out by the number 
of foreign banks who have 
now established themselves 
in the City. There are now 
more than 330, many of them 
out of the United States. 

There has been some dis¬ 


cussion, since die Arab’s od 
price gambit turned the 
financial tables on the 
western industrialized Coun¬ 
tries, whether the Euro¬ 
markets may be doe for A 
decline. Some Swiss bankers 
have argued that this might 
be the case because petro¬ 
dollars—the vast sums gen¬ 
erated by oil wealth, at 
present' mainly from Arab 
sources—have assumed a . 
crucial role. 

Switzerland has been a 
big channeller of Arab cadi. 
Even big banks favoured by 
the oil money have had to 
observe natural limits if only 
out of consideration for their 
equity/deposit ratios and 
they have had a reluctance 
to become too dependent on 
a few large creditors. 

Petrodollars have conse¬ 
quently flowed in quantity 
directly into the money and 
capital markets, especially in 
the United States. But a 
combination of high interest 
rates and traditional links 
with Arab interests has also 
seen a substantial amount go 
to Britain. 

Of the 1974 petrodollar 
pool of 56,000m, for in¬ 
stance, it is estimated that, 
while 39 per cent went to 
the United States, another 
11 per cent found its way 
to the United Kingdom. 
Some 43 per cent surged 
into the Euromarkets.

Ernesto Thahnann: the name 
of the incoming Swiss 
Ambassador is itself a re¬ 
minder of the cultural vari¬ 
ety of Switzerland. Like his 
predecessor, Herr Albert 
Weitnauer, with whom he 
has exchanged the post of 
Secretary General of the 
Federal Political Depart¬ 
ment, as the Swiss Foreign 
Ministry is called. Herr 
Thalmann is from the Ger¬ 
man-speaking part of Swit¬ 
zerland. 

But. he was born and 
spent the first six years of 
his life in the canton of 
Ticino, where his father r«ad 
founded Switzerland’s _ first 
mill for weaving artificial 
sOk. The business collapsed 
after the First World War 
and the family eventually 
settled in Zurich. 

The new ambassador is * 
earnest by nature as well as 
name. Now 61, he is grey- 
haired, bespectacled, cour¬ 
teous and on his own admis¬ 
sion rather a pessimist. 

Nevertheless, he believes 
rhat the difficulties which 
loom ahead could be solved 
by efficient multilateral dip¬ 
lomacy and by an effort of 
good will from all con¬ 
cerned.

Great era of business expansion

Although several Swiss ban¬ 
kers and traders of high re¬ 
pute had already established 
themselves in London in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, the more intensive 
Swiss participation in British 
business came into its own 
only after 1900. 

Transport has attracted 
about half a dozen Swiss 
firms such as MAT, Acme, 
Panalpine, Cosmos and Union 
Transport. Working mainly 
as subsidiaries or agents of 
big firms in Switzerland they 
hold a major share of the 
tonnage movements in both 
directions between the two 
countries and often far 
beyond. 

The greatest expansion of 
Swiss business participation 
in Britain, however, has 
taken place mainly between 
the two world wars and since 
1945, in the chemical and 
pharmaceutical industries,, iu 
engineering and in precision 
products. 

Both the introduction of 
high duties on key industries 
in 1918 and the expansion 
of protection in the 1930s 
encouraged Swiss, firms 
established in Britain to 
expand their production, or 
to form subsidiaries ro 
secure the advantages both 
of protection in Britain and 
preferential entry to Com¬ 
monwealth markets. 

This trend continued well 
into the prosperous 1950s 
and early 1960s, until the 
formation of Efta and, later, 
Britain’s, entry into the EEC 
much diminished the value 
of the manufacturing foot¬ 
hold in Britain and the 
Commonwealth. 


medical equipment as well as 
chemicals for textiles. Again 
in this branch, a leading firm 
of Swiss origin, Brunner 
Mond, was absorbed by ICI 
as its main constituent part 
after the First World War. 


In engineering Solzer 
Bros has long since captured 
and maintained an almost 
dominant position in the 
British diesel engine market 
as well as worldwide. In 
Britain, as elsewhere^ a third 
of marine engines are being 
produced by Sulzer or under 
Sulzer licences. And even, 
now more than half the 
main-line diesel locomotives 
of British Rail have Sulzer 
engines.

The well known 
Rolex watches and a few 
others still have their own 
independent representation 
in Britain.

Attraction has lasted 
for centuries

The Swiss, on the whole. Feel 
at home in Britain. They 
easily integrate and their 
needs for purely Swiss links 
are small Britain has held 
an attraction for Swiss citi¬ 
zens for centuries, yet it was 
not until 1703 that the first 
known Swiss society in the 
British Isles was constituted: 
Societe ties Suisses de Lon- 
dres, later Societe de Secours 
Mutuels, - which was dis¬ 
solved only a few years ago. 

In 1762, the Eglise Suisse 
de Londres was founded. 
Today its youth clubs are of 
particular Importance; they 
look after hundreds of young 
Swiss living temporarily, in 
London. The Protestant and 
the Catholic communities:— 
the Swiss Catholic Mission 
was established in 1942— 
work closely'together in this 
essential task.

While most of the older 
Swiss firms in Britain, par¬ 
ticularly in engineering and 
chemicals, even profited 
from the.challenge of brisker 
competition, the more 
recently established (and 
mainly smaller) factories in 
precision work and silk 

weaving often failed to sur¬ 
vive the changing circum¬ 
stances. Three Swiss silk 
firms in Dunfermline dosed 
in the early 1960s and 
farther south only two, Selec- 
tus in Biddulph and Ober- 
land Silks jn Macclesfield, 
maintained themselves, 
mainly thanks to high sped- 
alization and subsidiary pro¬ 
duction lines- 

The most successful enter¬ 
prise in the related area of 
artificial fibres, British 
Celanese, founded by the 
Swiss scientists Dreyfous, has 
long since been absorbed by 
Courtaulds. 

In chemicals and pharma¬ 
ceuticals the. subsidiaries of 
the three big concerns of 
Basle, established before the 
First World War or soon 
after, including the. jointly 
held Clayton Aniline, go 
from strength to strength. 

Ciba-Geigy, Hoffmann La 
Roche and Sandoz supply 
pharmaceutical products, and 


Biihler (Uztvil) are milling 
and conveying plants, and 
foodstuff machines are fully 
represented with factories or 
service workshops. Among 
independent importers. 
Matchless Machinery stands 
out with an exemplary sales 
and service centre at Hor¬ 
sham, while another Swiss 
firm in London, J. C. Werter, 
leads in the supply of 
sausage-making machinery, 
both imported and of its own 
manufacture. 

Altogether Swiss and 
Anglo-Swiss engineering 
firms employ some 24,000 
workers. The figure includes 
the successful Acrow con¬ 
cern and the recently 
acquired Brown Boven- 
Kent They thus surpass the 
more concentrated chemical 
firms’ total of about 14,000. 
including Ciba-Geigy’s Ilford 
subsidiary. 

Britain holds a near mono¬ 
polistic position in the sale 
of Swiss watches through 
Swiss and British organiza¬ 
tions. These have an import 
value of about £30m repre¬ 
senting seven million 
watches and assembled 
movements, compared with 
little more than one million 
annually before the last war. 

This vast increase was 
mainly because of the rising 
demand for the cheaper 
qualities imported prepon¬ 
derantly through British 
channels with a market 
share of more than a half. 

In spite of the increasing 
turnover the number of in¬ 
dividual Swiss importers has 


Also under the patronage 
Of the churches are the Swiss 
YMCA (founded 1888), an 
active mothers’ union and 
two women’s clubs which 
produce garments for needy 
compatriots in care of the 
Swiss Benevolent Society. 
That, too, looks back on well 
over a century. Its sterling 
work is supported by annual 
donations from Swiss 
nationals.

Since Swiss are mainly 
concentrated in London, 
more institutions exist there 
than elsewhere. Scotland, 
though, boasts three clubs, 
one at Dunfermline, one in 
Edinburgh and one in the 
west of Scotland. 

The. Yorkshire Swiss Club 
has ■ its headquarters In 
Leeds- The largest and most 
active, organization outside. 
London is .the Swiss Club, 


Manchester. It organizes a 
variety of events and a rifle 
section is attached to it. In 
Guernsey and Jersey, too, the 
Swiss have their own clubs. 
The number of Swiss socie¬ 
ties, especially in London, 
has appreciably decreased 
since the 1930s. Many have 
stagnant, or even declining, 
membership. The reasons 
are manifold, but mostly be- 
cause the immigration 
restrictions of the 1920s pre¬ 
vented large-scale arrivals. 

Furthermore, there were 
no newcomers during the 
war, and subsequently excel¬ 
lent economic conditions in 
Switzerland did not exactly 
encourage young Swiss to 
settle abroad. While there 
.are. larger groups, of au pair 
girls, students and other tem¬ 
porary residents than before, ] 
the younger and. middle-aged; 
settlers are in a minority. 

It is increasingly difficult 
to find men and women pre¬ 
pared to devote time and 
energy on voluntary work. 
Gone are the Swiss Orches¬ 
tra, the Swiss Gymnastic 
Society and the dub 
premises of the Schweizer- 
bund, though this continues 
to function modestly as a 
social group. 

Specialized membership is 
evident in the Swiss Philate¬ 
lic Society and the Swiss 
Rifle Association which uses 
the Bisley Rifle Range. The 
Swiss Economic Council is 
concerned with trade and in¬ 
dustry and. acts as a clearing 
house for Information. 

Apart from- the churches' 
youth clubs, there are four 
associations with a large 
membership. The oldest, for 
men only. Is the City Swiss 
Club founded in 1856. It 
meets monthly and organizes 
occasional social gatherings.

Incidentally, another suc¬ 
cessful school of English is 
run by a Swiss in Bourne¬ 
mouth, which at the same 
time provides a social meet¬ 
ing ground for local Swiss 
residents. 

The lively Nouvelle Sodetfi

1916. It meets monthly, often 
ar the Swiss Embassy since 
its talks and discussions are 
invariably concerned with 
Swiss matters and culture.

There are fewer than a 
dozen Swiss-owned hotels in 
Britain, and not all have 
Swiss managers- In Keswick, 
the four-star Lodore Swiss 
was opened in 1947 by Mr 
JR. A- England and his Swiss 
wife. Their son has now 
joined them. The chef and 
many of the staff are Swiss. 

“A little slice of Switzer¬ 
land in Surrey ” was a slogan 
once used to entice property 
buyers there. It might apply 
today to the empire of Mr 
Michel Audergon, a genial 
man from Fribourg, who 
opened his first restaurant 
in South Croydon in 1959. 
This is the Chalet Suisse, 
a replica of a country inn. 
He also owns the Edelweiss, 
opened Le Refuge, a wine 
bar, next door, has a shop 
which sells Scottish woollens, 
and an hotel in the vicinity 
called Swiss Echoes. 

Denzlers, in Queen Street, 
Edinburgh, is Scotland's only 
Swiss restaurant, and Mr 
Samuel Denzler from Zurich, 
who opened it with his Scot¬ 
tish wife in 1971, says: “ We 
serve a hotch-potch of 
cuisines.” This explains the 
presence of “haggis, neeps 
and tatties " next to “ emince 
de veau zurichoise ” on the 
menu. Fondue does not 
appear: “The Scots don’t 
like it", he says. 

At the Swiss Centre, Mr 
Oskar Gontersweiler, the 
general manager, showed me 
his new snack bar, where 
sandwiches are barred. 
Instead they serve home¬ 
made soups, quiches, 
sausages (also a bestseller 
in their shop). '

One of London’s remaining 
family wine firms, J- B. 
Reymer, lists some fine 
Swiss wines—it has been 
shipping them for more than 
20 years—and finds that 
most trade is with hotels 
and restaurants. Its best¬ 
seller is probably Dole, the 
delicately fruity dry red wine 
from the Valais, from the 
house of Orsat. 

Good wines are one of the 
attractions at the St Moritz, 
a delightfully unpretentious 
restaurant in Wardour Street 
owned by Mr Annin 
Loetscher, who comes from 
Lucerne. 

“ The cheese with the 
holes in it ”, which those 
who do not know Switzer¬ 
land call gniyere, and is 
really emxnentbal, accounts 
for much of the sales of 
Swiss cheese in Britain. The 
Swiss Cheese Union’s spokes¬ 
man reports that these rose 
by 22 per rant over the past 
year, which represents more 
than 5 per cent of -the fancy 
cheese market’s sales of 
about £21m. 

For fine chocolate, Swit¬ 
zerland has an enviable 
reputation, and while Lindt’s 
British company imports 
most of its hues (only the 
Easter eggs are made in 
Britain) ToWer and Suchard 
products are made in their 
British factories.

Sir, On February 6 Parliament gave 
a second reading to foe Congenital 
Disabilities (Civil Liability) BilL 
The strictures of Lord Pearson 
(letter, January 28) went unheeded.

We take the view that foe Bill has

demonstrably fallible principle of 
liability (negligence), at a time 
when the Pearson Committee seems 
certain to recommend that compen¬ 
sation for personal injury be dealt 
with on another and, it is to be 
hoped, fairer principle. It applies a 
.double standard of liability as 
regards the possible liability of 
parents to a child bom disabled, in 
th at a farther can be liable' in all 
circumstances whereas a mother, 
with foe exception of damage.arifr;

Mnslim-Christian talks

Sir, I read Mr Peter Hebbl ethwrite’s 
account (February 14) of foe recent 
Islamic-Christian Dialogue in Tripoli 
with special interest as I also hap¬ 
pened to be present.

For these and other reasons it 
fails completely to meet. Jet alone 
solve, foe central problems it pur¬ 
ports to consider. The saddest 
feature of foe Bill is foe assumption 
made by its advocates that it would 
provide a means of resolving the 
sort of problems which arose from 
foe thalidomide disaster.

-The- estab¬ 
lishment of a state insurance system 
should be considered ro _ meet the 
high .cast of supporting such 
children. The successful pursuit of 
someone to blame as a necessary 
precondition of receiving such aid 
and support should not he the 
child’s concern. If k were thought 
appropriate that foe blameworthi¬ 
ness, however defined, of an idivi- 
dual dr. company should not go 
unpunished; it can-be provided for 
in-foe legislation establishing the 
state insurance system. A criminal 
sanction could be applied and . or a 
right of action accrue to the- state 
TO recover all or part of rhe l turds 
paid out, in those circumstances 
where it was deemed proper.

Higher fuel bilk 

From Mr J.K. Owens __ 

Sir, Many voluntary organizations 
will welcome foe new arrangements 
agreed between foe Supplementary 
Benefits Commission and foe fuel 


Benefits Commission and foe fuel 
industries for helping supplemen¬ 
tary benefit recipients who cannot 
pay their fuel bSfe (The Times, 
February 10). We have been acutely 
aware that foe existing liaison 
arrangements wore inadequate to 
avoid needless disconnexion of fuel 
supplies, particularly following a 
number of sharp fuel price in¬ 
creases, and have made representa¬ 
tions to foe appropriate authorities. 

Although we are anxious to see 
how foese new arrangements work 
in practice, there are four factors 
which are crucial to any solution 
of the fuel debts problem: 

1 The basic rates of supple¬ 
mentary benefit (which contain a 
normal heating allowance) should 
be increased at least by foe end 
of May; not only because of 
inflation but also because of foe 
sreep rise in fuel prices. 

2 The extra heating allowances 
should be increased for the same 
reasons and particular provision 
should be made for consu m ers trap¬ 
ped into using all electric 
appliances. 

3 The new arrangements, which 
allow greater flexibility for sup¬ 
plementary benefit recipients to 
pay off arrears, depend on the skills 
of local SBC and fuel industry offi¬ 
cials who need to be sympathetic 
to the real problems some famihes 
have in meeting high fuel bills. 

4 The arrangements will not 

help those who are not eligible for 
supplementary benefit, such as foe 
low wage-earner, whose financial 
difficulties are- quite genuine.- For 
this reason the fuel industries 
should be persuaded to adopt supply, 
practices, which are better suited to 
the weekly budgeting needs o£ low 
income consumers generally and 
encourage more effective .use of 
existing paymenr schemes. ' ; 

U foese points are kept in mind, 
then the hardship caused by accu¬ 
mulative debt and disconnexion, for 
both consumers and foe already 
strained social services, catr be 
better alleviated.

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Upion report sets out 
plight of American 
construction industry

The American economy la 
now widely seen as recovering 
ar a significant pace from the 
recession, but the country’s 
construction industry, its lar¬ 
gest, “is still in the depths of 
a deep recession ”, according to 
a report by the AFL-CIO trade 
union. 

Construction is a $135,000m 
(nearly £67,500m) annual 
volume industry, accounting for 
5 -per cent of employment and 
about 10 per cent of gross 
national product. Its unemploy¬ 
ment rate, the study sals, is 
almost twice the national 
average ar 15.4 per cent, with 
700,000 workers out of jobs and 
a further 500,000 on part-time. 

By the end of June last year, 
1.302 construction companies 
had gone out of business, the 
highest since 1962. New housing 
starts by the end of 1975 were 
barely half the 1973 record 
annual level at L2 million units, 
with bidding volume down 10 
per cent from 1974 and new 
building plans down 12 per cent 
from the previous year’s 
historically depressed level. 

The report calls for urgent 
government action to stimulate 
the economy, lower overall un¬ 


employment and special aid to 
the industry. It maintains that 
President Ford is doing nothing 
to _ reduce unemployment and 
claims that his latest budget 
“lays the groundwork for,eco¬ 
nomic disaster ”. 

Confidence in the industry re¬ 
mains weak because of the con¬ 
tinuation of historically high 
rates of interest, widespread 
fears that the recovery will not 
be sustained and extreme cau¬ 
tion by businessmen about in¬ 
vestment projects. 

The New York City crisis, the 
report adds, has undermined I 
confidence in the financial 
stability of municipal govern¬ 
ments, and the prime casualty 
has been the construction in¬ 
dustry. 

Hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars worth of con tr ac ts have 
been cancelled in the state of 
New York, the union says, and 
it estimates that 25 states and 
71 municipal authorities will cut 
S1,000m ' from their building 
budgets in the current year. 

In New York city, the in¬ 
dustry is probably in the worst 
shape of all. The New York 
Times estimates that 5S60 per 
cent of the city’s building 
workers are unemployed. Con¬ 
struction contract values in the 
area fell from S 2 , 100 m in 1973 
to 51,200m in 1975.

New guidelines on hypermar¬

This follows a meeting when 
the case for hypermarkets and 
other large out-of-town stores 
was put by a group of leading 
grocers with such plans, includ¬ 
ing executives from As da, 
Tesco, British Home Stores, 
Carrefour and Sainsbury. They 
met officials from the Depart¬ 
ments of the Environment, 
Trade, and Prices and Consumer 
Protection. 

Mrs Williams, Secretary of 
State for Prices and Consumer 
Protection, could play a key 
role in any new moves because 
of the Government’s campaign 
to keep down retail prices. Her 
officials heard the grocery rep¬ 
resentative argue that the super¬ 
stores produced cost savings 
in distribution that should yield 
more competitive prices at the 
counter. 

The question, primarily for 
the Department of the Environ¬ 
ment, is how to bring more 
pressure to bear on local auth¬ 
orities. It is already government 
policy to welcome new develop¬ 
ments which bring abont lower 
retail prices and a wider range 
of shopping facilities. 

Yet Tesco, for instance, has 
recently been critical of the 
way planning authorities in the 
south of England have rejected 
applications for the bigger 
6tores. 

One way for the department 
would be to issue new guide¬ 
lines to local authorities; rein¬ 
forcing those that went out in 
1972. Since then planning dis¬ 
putes on stores of 50,000 square 
feet or more have had to go 
to the department for abritra- 
tion. 

Out of 21 cases to date seven 
applications have been approved 
despite local authority oppo¬ 
sition. 


Steady increase 
in catering 
trade turnover 

Caterers, including hotels, 
restaurants and public houses, 
were showing continued turn¬ 
over improvements in the final 
quarter of last year, according 
to Department of Industry 
returns out yesterday.
